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ARMY ATHLETICS IN PHILIPPINES. 


The results of the various military and athletic events 
held during the Philippine Department military meet of 
1917 at Manila, P.I., are announced in G.O. 6, Feb. 16, 
1917, by Brig. Gen. Hunter Liggett, then in command of 
the Philippine Department. The program embraced a 
wide range of events, in some of which Philippine records 
were broken and some new records were established. 

The events open to the Regulars were the following: 
Tent pitching, wall scaling, military signaling by flag and 
semaphore, musicians’ contest, road sketching, packing 
contest, saber combat, horsemanship contest, high jump- 
ing contest, 100-yard dash, 220-yard run, running high 
jump, running broad jump, pole vault, putting 16-Ib. 
shot, 220-yard hurdles, 440-yard run, mile relay, and 100- 
yard swim. In the above events the highest regimental 
department or corps aggregate was made by the 8th In- 
fantry, which scored 47 points, and the highest company 
total was 22 points, scored by Co. F, 8th Inf. 

The following was the result of the officers events, 
mounted: Horsemanship contest—Il1st, Ist Lieut. Edwin 
R. Van Deusen, 15th Cav.; 2d, 1st Lieut. Henry W. 
Baird, 9th Cav.; and 3d, Capt. George M. Lee, 9th Cav. 
Hight Jumping Contest—lIst, 1st Lieut, Fred C. Wallace, 
2d F.A.; 2d, Capt. George M. Lee, 9th Cav.; and 3d, 
1st Lieut. Edwin R. Van Deusen, 15th Cav. Special 
Jumping Course—Ilst, 1st Lieut. Edwin R. Van usen, 
15th Cav.; 2d, Ist Lieut. Fred C. Wallace, 2d F.A.; and 
3d, Capt. George M. Lee, 9th Cav. 

The contests open to the Philippine Scouts were about 
the same as those open to the Regulars. The highest bat- 
talion aggregate was 38 points, made by the 3d Battalion, 
and the best company total was made by the 10th Com- 
pany, which scored 36 points. 

Upon completion of the Philippine Department military 
meet, teams to represent the Army were entered in the 
open swimming, basketball, baseball, track and field cham- 
pionships, conducted by the Philippine Amateur Athletic 
Federation. These teams were carefully selected from all 
troops in the Department, the results were: 

Swimming Championship—All Army, 41 points; Young 
Men’s Christian Association, 24 points; Bohemian Club, 
1 point; Manila High School, 1 point. 

Basketball Championship—Senior championship, All 
Army, 36 points; Young Men’s Christian Association, 21 
points. 

Championship of Philippines—All Army, 46 points; 
University of Philippines, 18 points. 

Baseball Championship—All Army, won, 4, lost, 0, 
per cent., 1 Silliman Institute, 2, 2, 500; Bureau of 
Education, 2, 2, 500; Philippine Scouts, 1, 3, 250; Uni- 
versity of Philippines, 1, 3, 250. 

Track and Field Championship—aAll Army, 87 points; 
Bureau of Education, 40 points.

One of the largest dredging and contracting concerns 
in the country on May 10 placed its entire plant and 
equipment at the disposal of the Government. Frank 
A. Furst, president of the Maryland Dredging and Con- 


tracting Company, of Baltimore, and of the Boston 


Dredging Company, of Boston, tendered the offer in a 
letter to the Secretary of the Navy, in which he -not 
only placed at the disposal df the Navy Department 
the entire fleet of dredges, scows and tugs, but of- . 
fered the services of himself and both these large or- 
ganizations “for any and all emergencies during the 
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war.” The companies own and operate 14 dredges, 50 
scows and 5 tugs, and have two marine repair yards, 
one at Baltimore and the other in Boston. Its 12-yard 
dipper dredge, the “Governor Warfield,” is one of the 
most powerful type, comparable with the huge dredges 
used in digging the Panama Canal. This company 
completed the Cape Cod canal and has carried through 
many large dredging undertakings from Maine to Flor- 
ida. Its plant and equipment are at various points 
along the Atlantic Seaboard from Norfolk, Va., to Port- 
land, Me., but can easily be assembled at any point 
designed. ;

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TEST OF AIRCRAFT MOTOR. 


A report of the Government tests of the 300 horse- 
power aircraft motor, manufactured by the Knox Motor 
Associates, of Springfield, Mass., has recently been made 
public. On March 138, 14 and 15, this motor, the most 
powerful American built aircraft engine in this country, 
successfully completed the tests required and conducted 
by the Department of Inspection of Engineering Materials 
of the U.S. Navy. The tests consisted of: 


First, making a run for determining the points of a 
horsepower vs. revolutions curve; second, a run of six 
hours at rated load and rated speed; third, motor was 
entirely dis-assembled, thoroughly inspected, measured up 
and reassembled; fourth, a run of an hour was made 
after reassembling. 

The tests were conducted in the research laboratory of 
the company at Springfield, Mass., which is equipped 
with Sprague electric dynamometers for measuring the 
output of the aircraft engine. The gaSoline used had a 
specific gravity of .748, or Baume .585, and a calorific 
value of 18900 B.T.U. per pound and was measured in 
calibrated tanks. The lubricating oil used was fed by a 
gear pump with a capacity of twelve gallons per minute 
at seventy pounds pressure. The cooling water was regu- 
lated so as to keep the water entering the engine at a pre- 
determined temperature. In the six-hour run 26% per 
cent. of the heat units were absorbed by the water. This 
is about sixty per cent. of the amount generally used in 
automobile engines and thus allows of a much smaller 
radiator per horsepower. 

The motor is a 12-cylinder of 434-inch bore by T-inch 
stroke, rated at 300 horsepower at 1,800 R.P.M., geared 
down to 1,080 R.P.M. of propeller, and fully equipped 
with electric starting, total weight being 1,430 pounds. 
Besides the starting and lighting system, it carries a two- 
cycle air pump for furnishing pressure to the gasoline 
system and also a stub shaft is brought out for driving the 
generator of a wireless apparatus. Forty-seven per cent. 
of the weight of the engine is a special aluminum alloy. 
The crankshaft is of chrome nickel steel carefully treated 
for great toughness. Other parts are made of high grade 
alloy steels. Great pains were taken to have all parts 
in one piece as far as possible to eliminate the danger of 
loosening joints. The motor has a compression ratio of 
approximately 4.2 to one, giving a cold compression at 
120 R.P.M. of seventy-five pounds. 

The first test consisted in making a run with wide open 
throttle to obtain a revolution vs. horsepower curve. At 
the greatest speed (2,400 R.P.M.) the pistons have an 
average speed of 2,800 feet per minute. At the average 
speed of the test the piston speed was over 2.100 feet per 
minute, yet when the motor was dis-assembled for in- 
spection after the six-hour run, no wear could be found 
in the pistons at the wrist pin bearings. During the six- 
hour run 22.45 per cent. of the heat units were converted 
into work, 26.5 per cent. were used in the cooling water, 
and 51.05 per cent. used in radiation, friction, exhaust, 
ete. 

After this run the engine was dis-assembled, various 
parts measured for wear and careful search made for de- 
fective parts. One exhaust valve which showed slight 
pitting in the seat was the only part replaced. No other 
valves were reground, no bearing readjusted, and no other 
parts altered or adjusted in the slightest degree. 

The bearings, both main and connecting rod, were ac- 
curately measured and no wear could be detected. The 
wrist pins, cylinders, and pistons were also carefully 
measured and no wear could be detected. The engine 
was then reassembled and run for one hour. During 
this run the temperature varied from sixty-one to seventy- 
four; the barometer reading was 29.65 Hg. During this 
run thirty-two gallons or 199 pounds of fuel was used, 
making the consumption of fuel equal to .5715 pounds 
per horsepower hour. The oil consumption was .0435 
pounds per horsepower hour. The brake M.E.P. was 
ninety-one pounds per square inch and the thermal effi- 
ciency 23.55 per cent. 

The efficiency horsepower curve plotted from these tests 
was given in the advertisement of the Knox Company 
which appeared in our issue of May 5, page 1148. 








YACHTS FOR WAR SERVICE. 

The offer of Dr. John A. Harriss, of NewYork, to sup- 
ply his steam yacht, the Surf, as an ambulance ship, has 
been accepted by the Navy Department. Red Cross of- 
ficials who made the arrangements say the vessel has room 
for twenty-four patients. She will be assigned to duty 
on the coast. Dr. Harriss is a member of the New York 
Yacht Club, and volunteered to co-operate in the medical 
work and to provide a competent corps of physicians, 
surgeons and nurses, and in addition provide fuel and 
supplies. 

The steam yacht Restless, twenty-nine years old, was 
taken from Lawley’s basin at Neponset, on May 2, and 
towed over to the Atlantic Works at East Boston, Mass., 
and will be made ready for government service. This 
craft, of steel construction, has had an exciting career 
and has been in the Navy Service once before, during 
the Spanish-American War. She has had eight names 
during her career and was recently appraised by the Navy 
Department at $20,000. She is now owned by Edward 
Morrell, of Philadelphia, Pa., and has been taken by 
the Government. She was designed by Edward Burgess 
in 1888, and is 141 feet overall, 123 feet waterline. 
She has not been in commission for two years. 

J. P. Morgan’s steam yacht Corsair, of the New York 
Yacht Club, which he presented to the Government, is 
ready for commission with her coat of gray paint already 
donned. Capt. Porter is skipper of the big steamer 
with former Commodore Robert E. Tod, New York Yacht 

‘ub, as executive officer, and Junius 8. Morgan, son of 
the financier, as ensign. This craft will mount a variety 
of guns. . 

One of the most striking private yachts to be used for 
coast patrol purposes is the bark-rigged steam yacht 
Aloha, owned by Arthur Curtiss James, of New York 
‘City. This boat is now being put into condition by Mr. 
James for patrol service. She was built at the Fore

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River yards at Quincy, in 1910. She is of steel and 
is 218 feet long. 

The Navy Department on May 7 formally took over 
the 140-foot steel steam yacht Machigonne, owned by 
former Governor William L. Douglas, of Brockton, Mass. 
The craft will be used as the flagship of the senior officer 
afloat in the 1st Naval District, Capt. John H. Gibbons, 
U.S.N., retired. This yacht has been purchased by the 
Government and has been at the Charlestown, Mass., 
Navy Yard for some weeks, but has thus far not seen 
duty. She will be able to mount several guns and is 
an able boat. 
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THE WOMEN OF THE ARMY. 

“Though we hear to-day so much about the life and 
deeds of the Army officer, little is said about his wif:,” 
writes Ruby Milanda Stone, in the New York Even- 
ing Mail. “The Army woman is a fine type of broad- 
mindedness. Her ideals are high. Her sense of honor 
is keen. Army life has its effect on the character of 
the woman who belongs to it, and she unconsciously 
adopts men’s ideas. The free and easy association of 
men and women is possible only in a community life 
like that of an army post. Around the fireplaces of 
their posts the women come in companionship with 
other men than those of their immediate families. They 
hear the questions of the day discussed by men and 
women of education and intellect in an atmosphere of 
friendliness, with little formal boundaries. The very 
lack of formality and convention is the keynote of the 
benefit derived from these associations. 

“The Army woman, contrary to civilian ideas, has a 
splendid home life and is usually a fine and devoted 
mother. ‘The home life of an officer is an important 
factor in his efficiency. To furnish this home life is 
the main duty of the Army woman and it is often a 
great problem. The majority of Army wives, living 
on pay-checks, overcome obstacles that would floor the 
average woman in civilian life. arly in her life in 
the Service the Army woman learns that she is a part 
of a huge organization, and that she must fit her own 
life and the life of her family into that organization. 
At all times she must adjust her home to the exigencies 
of the Service. 

“Many times the Army station is miles from any 
school or stores. All the supplies must be brought from 
some city. The extra expense entailed by undesirable 
locations is not borne by the Government, but by the 
individual officer. Often, when the family are comfort- 
ably established in a home, the officer, without warn- 
ing, is transferred to the other side of the world. Though 
the Government furnishes travel pay for the officer, it 
does not for his family. Nor does it pay the expenses 
entailed by the breaking up of the home. ‘Many times 
the wife and children must remain miles away from 
the head of the family and then the expense of main- 
taining two homes is entailed. 

Five years ago, when the first alarm of Mexican 
trouble was sounded, the 13th Cavalry was sent to the 
border. Ever since the regiment has been on duty there 
with no quarters other than mud huts, shacks and tents 





scattered along the boundary at little outposts. Into 
such conditions as these the wives of most of the of- 
ficers went. One woman I know well lived two months 
in an adobe shack forty miles from any town. Another 
lived for three months eighty miles from a city in a 
tent, the only woman in camp. One of these women, 
when asked why she chose to remain, said that she 
felt it her duty to do what she could to make her hus- 
band comfortable while he was away from the con- 
veniences of a city or post. This was the attitude of 
them all—service. In times of trouble the Army woman 
knows that a camp is no place for her, but in times 
of inactivity she is always ready to do her share in 
easing the life of her husband or son. These women 
were every bit as heroic as any man in the Service 
and met their duties without flinching. 

“Among the Army women there is much real talent 
and many have made names for themselves in some 
field of endeavor. For the woman with an interest 
in a profession or career the Army offers much rich 
material. The opportunities for travel, the associations 
with the best people in any community, and the con- 
tact with men of the calibre and stamp of most of our 
United States officers, not as an outsider, but as one 
of them, are all large assets to the woman. A woman 
should feel proud to belong to an organization like our 
Army, and should take up her duties within that or- 
ganization with the courage and grit the man shows. 
Nearly all of the women in the Army do this. 

“So, now that the men are to be called to the front, 
let us give a little praise to the brave women who as- 
sume the responsibilities of the home and children while 
their husbands are protecting the rights of the millions 
of other women and children.” 
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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


An officer traveling under competent orders with a 
number of enlisted men for the purpose of apprehending 
deserters and enlisted men a.w.o.l. is not “traveling with 
troops” within the meaning of the Act of June 12, 1906, 
and is entitled to receive mileage, the Judge Advocate 
General holds. 

The question of whether members of National Guard 
units who were dropped because of failure to take the 
Federal oath (when called March 25, 1917) are entitled 
to receive Federal pay and clothing allowance, from the 
date of the call to the date they were dropped, was an- 
swered in the negative by the J.A.G. He pointed out 
that members of the Organized Militia ‘equally with the 
National Guard” are obliged to answer the President’s 
call, but that in this case the call was specifically for the 


National Guard. The fact that members of the Militia 
voluntarily, or through misunderstanding, responded 
“places no obligation on the Federal Government to pay, 
clothe, subsist or transport them.” The question was 
asked if these men should be discharged and what entry 
should be made in their company rosters. General 


Crowder believes that there is no authority for discharg- 
ing the men in the above status because they still “are 
liable for the term of their enlistment in the Militia” and 
suggests that the note: “Dropped from the rolls for fail~ 
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ing to qualify as National Guard under the Act of June 
3%, 1916,” be made in the rosters. 

The old question of whether members of the staffs of 
the states’ governors are entitled to wear military uni- 
forms having come to the front again, despite the definite 
ruling given only a few months ago, in a memorandum 
to the Chief of Staff, the J.A.G. says, in effect: In view 
of the provisions of Section 125, Act of June 3, 1916, 
such aids not being members of the National Guard and 
not being excepted from the provisions of the statute, 
have no authority (as such aids) to wear the uniform of 
the United States Army, Navy or Marine Corps, or any 
distinctive part of such uniform any part of which is 
similar to a distinctive part of the duly prescribed uni- 
form of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Corps. 
Furthermore, Section 125 “is a penal statute, enforcible 
by prosecution in Federal Courts” and is not liable to 
ehange or interpretation by a suggestion from the War 
Department. However, since the Secretary of War is 
authorized to designate who shall be excepted from the 
prohibition, he recommends that an order be issued by 
that official substantially as follows: 

“Under provisions of Section 125, Act of June 3, 1916, 
authorizing the Secretary of War to designate organiza- 
tions that may wear the prescribed uniforms, the military 
organization of each state constituted by the laws thereof, 
including all its members, whether of the N.G. or not, is 
designated as an organization whose members may wear 
the said prescribed uniform.” Governors Fielder, of New 
Jersey, and McCall, of Massachusetts, were the principal 
objectors to the recent memorandum sent to the adju- 
tants by the Chief of the Militia Bureau. 
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DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


It is decided that the active duty pay of assistant pay- 
masters, passed assistant paymasters and paymasters of 
the Fleet Naval Reserve, U.S. Navy, cannot begin prior 
to the date of the approval of their bonds. 

_ Sylvester C. Loring, lieutenant, U.S.A., retired, by S.O. 
No. 85, War Dept., April 13, 1917, was transferred to the 
active list “with the rank of captain of Infantry from 
July 1, 1916.” under the Act of March 4, 1915. The 
Comptroller holds that his pay commences with the 
acceptance of his new commission, March 30, 1917, when 
he became legally invested with the office. The rate of 
pay attaches to the office and not to the rank. 








This compliment to the officers and men of the U.S. 
Navy appears in the Official Bulletin, issued by the Com- 
mittee_on Public Information, in its issue of May 14: 
“The Navy Department has received a report from the 
naval attaché at the American Embassy, Paris, in which 
he reports as a matter of historical record that the first 
American enlisted men to be landed in France after the 
declaration of the present war were the armed guard of 


the steamship Aztec. He further reports that Lieut. W- 
F. Gresham, who was in command of the armed guard of 
the Aztec when that vessel was sunk, April 1, 1917, con- 
ducted himself in such a manner as to uphold the best 
traditions of the Service, and that his judgment and good 
seamanship in the face of danger were worthy of special 
mention. With regard to the enlisted men who formed 
the guard, and whose names follow, he also reports that 
their conduct in every respect was most exemplary dur- 
ing their stay in Brest and Paris, and that their general 
bearing and demeanor was such as to cause most favor- 
able comment from all persons with whom they came in 
contact. The names of the enlisted men of the guard 
follow: James A. Blevins, B.M. 2c.; Thomas E. Dillon, 
Q.M. 1c.; William H. Douglas, cox.; Adolph Hendrick- 
son, cox.; Jacob J. Hilfiker, elec. 3c. (g); Samuel E.

NAVY MEDICAL CORPS. 


Orders have been issued for 135 assistant surgeons 
of the Naval Reserve force to take the examination 
for appointment to the same rank in the Navy. Ex- 
aminations were to be held May 11, the applicants re- 
porting as follows: 

New York, 17; Philadelphia, 20; Washington, 12; 
Boston, 6; Naval Academy, Annapolis, 3; Newport, 1; 
Charleston, 4; Port Royal, 2; Pensacola, 1; Great Lakes 
Station, 31; Las Animas, Col., 3; Puget Sound, Wash., 
2; and Mare Island, 19. 4 

“The Medical Corps of the Navy is being rapidly ex- 
panded to meet the increased needs of the Service,” 
Surgeon General Braisted said on May 10, “The med- 
ical men of the country have been prompt to respond 
and are ready to enroll when required. There are 
now 114 officers in the Medical Reserve Corps; 152 
have enrolled in the Naval Coast Defense Reserve for 
active service during the national emergency; 400 have 
joined the Reserve force with a view to regular ap- 
pointment in the Navy; 77 officers of the Naval Militia 
have been mobilized at the ‘Federal Rendezvous’; and 
there are 395 in the Regular Medical Corps.” 

A large percentage of those recently accepted are 
from the fifty-four “Class A” medical colleges listed 
by the War Department. Senior students holding an 
average of 85 or more for the four year course have 
been graduated in advance upon enrollment in one of 
the medical forces enumerated. They are being assigned 
to hospitals and to the Naval Medical School, for clin- 
ical instruction preparatory to the full utilization of 
their services. 

The American Red Cross is organizing five hospital 
units for the Navy, each to consist of a director, nine 
medical officers, one dental officer, 40 women nurses, 





14 nurses’ aids, 40 Hospital Corps men and a number of 
civil employees. Each unit is to have a capacity of 
250 beds, capable of expansion to 500. They are to be 
“mobile,” corresponding to the big field hospitals, but 
will be used more or less'as a fixed base at places 
where present hospital accommodations are insufficient. 
Owing to the scarcity and high cost of canvas it is 
probable that portable wooden buildings of a type that 
can be taken down and moved, will be used. At least 
one of these hospitals will be hurried to Norfolk, the 
hospital facilities of that station being even now dan- 
gerously crowded as a result of the normal sick list 
from the 3,000 sailors and marines on duty there.

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MARSHAL JOFFRE AT WEST POINT. 

It must have been a great relief to the long suffering 
Marshal Joffre to be able to take a day off at West 
Point on Friday of last week. “I have been happy,” he 
is reported to have said, “after a day of no speeches 
and no ceremony, just soldiers talking shop.” It has 
been a pleasure to the populace, and no doubt a valu- 
able. stimulus of fraternal feeling between France and 
the United States, to have the famous soldier on exhi- 


bition on so many occasions at so many places, during 
the period of his visit to this country, but it must have 
been immensely fatiguing to the hero of the Marne. “TI 
have not had in these last three years very many op- 
portunities to enjoy myself and be happy,” the Marshal 
is reported to have said to Colonel Biddle, the Superin- 
tendent of the Academy ; but to-day here at beautiful West 
Point I have been happy.” The Marshal reviewed the 
corps of cadets and bestowed upon them the compliment 
they so well deserve and so frequently receive. As the 
cadet regiment was presented, Marshal Joffre exclaimed: 
“C'est magnifique! C’est incomparable.” He _ lunched 
at the mess, where he found himself surrounded by offi- 
cers familiar with his native tongue and who could talk 
intelligently on the subject in Which he was most in- 
terested. Among the officers were Colonel Willcox, es- 
pecially noted for his mastery in French; Lieut. Col. 
Guy V. Henry, Commandant of cadets, who is a grad- 
uate of the French Cavalry School; Colonels Fiebeger, 
Gordon, Echols, Robinson and Michie; Lieutenant 
Colonels Shaw, Kreger, Stuart, Markham, Timberlake 
and Holt; Majors Estes, Carter and Ulysses S. Grant, 
3d; Capts. Adna R. Chafee and George R. Goethals. 
The New York Times tells us that “the Marshal and 
his hosts remained at the table for more than an hour 
and a half. There was not a speech, unless a little heart 
to heart deliverance, in which Joffre talked ‘shop’ to men 
who understood, can be called a speech. What the 
Marshal said was not given out, but whatever it was it 
made a deep impression, and the way it was received was 
most gratifying to the gray-haired French officer. There 
were four toasts, one to President Wilson, another to 
President Poincare, a third to the armies of France, and 
the fourth to the Regular Army of the United States.” 

On the way to New York Lieutenant de Tessan told 
the newspapermen how happy his chief had been at West 
Point. “That corps is simply wonderful,” said de Tessan, 
“and the Marshal considers it as fine a body of young 
men as there is in the world. They are already officers 
and are ready even now for service. Of course, they 
would need a little further instruction in some phases of 
war developed in Europe in the last three years, but they 
would catch on quickly, for they are West Pointers. 
The Marshal will never forget to-day at West Point, 
and the same is true of every man of his staff who ac- 
companied him. ‘The officers were splendid comrades. 
What more can we say than that?’ 


GENERAL BRIDGES AT WEST POINT. 


Major Gen. G. T. M. Bridges, of the British War 
Commission, followed Marshal Joffre’s example on May 
.12, when he spent the day as the guest of Col. John 
Biddle, Superintendent of the U.S. Military Academy 
at West Point. He was accompanied by Major L. W. P. 
Rees of the Royal Flying Corps and Major C. KE. 
Dassey, of the British War Office staff. He was met 
by Colonel Biddle, Lieut. Col. Guy V. Henry, Com- 
mandant of Cadets, and Major C. C. Carter, Adjutant 





of the academy. West Point’s colored troopers were 
lined up at’ the station when he arrived, while the 


corps of cadets was paraded in front of the barracks 
as the automobile bearing the British visitors and the 
escorting West Point officers arrived on the plain. 
General Bridges met every oflicer on duty at the aca- 
demy, reviewed the corps and inspected the buildings. 
In the afternoon he met all the cadets in the Cullum 
Memorial Hall and made an address to them. Both 
during and after the review, General Bridges expressed 
his great admiration for the splendid efficiency of the 
corps, and echoed the words of Marshal Joffre, who, 
the day before, had declared that in all the world there 
was no finer body of young officers than those who go to 
make up the Cadet Corps of West Point. 

In his speech to the cadets, General Bridges said: 
“As the representative of the British armies now in 
France, I can say to you that the formation of the 
new armies now going on in your country will be watched 
with great interest on all the Allied fronts, and the 
ultimate arrival of those armies on the other side will 
be awaited with even greater eagerness. You are to 
be congratulated on the steadiness of your battalions 
to-day, your fine bearing and perfect evolutions. What 
we have witnessed to-day is the culmination of that dis- 
cipline which is the prime essential of the make-up of 
all real soldiers. The military schools in my country, 
usually devoting two years to the training of officers, 
are now, because of the hurried need of officers on the 
fronts, devoting but nine weeks to this intensive train- 
ing. An additional nine days after their arrival on 
the firing line is then considered all that is necessary 
4 make them sufficiently hardened for what is before 
them.’

The value of the kind of training an enlisted man gets 
in the United States Navy is illustrated in this story 
told by the owner of a large school in the Middle West 
that employs a teaching staff of twenty-six men. The 


owner of the school met a young enlisted man who had 
been in the Navy for a year, and in the course of a talk 
with him discovered that the youth wanted to get a 
collegiate education. The owner of the school made an 
arrangement with the young man whereby he could do 
some work in the school in return for his education and 
bought his release from the Navy. “I have twenty-six 
teachers in my school,” the owner said, “and most of 
them are teachers who get good salaries chiefly on the 
basis of their ability to manage boys. But I’ve never 
had a teacher who could begin to manage boys like this 
newcomer; and I lay it all to the training he got in 
the Navy.” This compliment is all the more noteworthy 
from the fact that the speaker, in his second rdéle as 
editor, is not an admirer of the Services. 
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THE CHANGE OF UNIFORM. 

The contemplated plan of the War Department for 
changing the service coat worn by all officers comes at 
an unfortunate time for the officers now in the Army. 
We have received many letters from officers advocating 
such a change since General Pershing’s expeditionary 
force went into Mexico, but the practical aspects of the 
change of uniform at this time present great difficul- 
ties and it will entail a greater personal hardship to 
the officers of the Army than at any time for many years. 
The manufacturing of all uniforms at the present time 
is the greatest problem before the clothing industry, 
owing to the enormous demand for cloth not only for 
our Army but for export purposes. In addition to 
Service demands there are “home defense” organizations 
all over the land that are adopting uniforms, New York 
city’s organization under that name alone having turned 
out 8,000 uniformed men at its parade on May 5. In 
making as many garments as our Army requires now, 
with its rapidly growing additions to the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps, the manufacturers must have cutting ma- 
chines that are designed to suit the present style of 
service coat to enable them to turn out the quantities 
required. It is known that the manufacturers of uni- 
forms have just been able to get their plants in such 
shape as to supply the demand for the present style 
of coat. If the change is actually ordered all of their cut- 
ting dies will have to be changed to suit the new style 
with its open turn-down collar with lapels and other de- 
tails in style. 

With the “scrapping” of all the existing patterns and 
the dies for the cutting machines made from them there 
must follow another increase of the price of an of- 
ficer’s service uniform. In June, 1916, an officer's ser- 
vice blouse and breeches cost $25. Now the tailors are 
charging $52.50 for identically the same garments. It is 
unofficially Announced that all officers having the pres- 
ent style of coat will be permitted to wear them out, 
but everyone knows that is not “the custom of the 
Service” and there will be few officers who will not wish 
to have the new style of coat as soon as others can get 
them. ‘To some officers this will be a small matter, but 
to most of them it will present another demand on 
their personal budgets that must be provided for out 
ef a salary none too large at best. If the change is 
made now it is inevitable that there will be a lamentable 
lack of uniformity among our officers for some time to 
come owing to the inability of the manufacturers to 
turn out the new garments. 

In our issue of April 21, page 1082, we printed some 
recent correspondence between Lieut. Col. C. D. Rhodes, 
U.S.A., commandant of the Mounted Service School 
at Fort Riley, the Adjutant General and the Quarter- 
master General concerning a change in the service coat, 
Colonel Rhodes suggested just such a change as is con- 
templated now, but the papers comprising the corre- 
spondence and recommendations, after being submitted 
to the Chief of Staff, were finally returned to Colonel 
Rhodes with the endorsement that “the change in the 
uniform suggested is not favorably considered,” this being 


signed by order of the Secretary of War. That was on 
March 23. If the change had been ordered then it is 
probable that the practical part of making the new ser- 
vice coats would have been taken care of now. If the 
initial ‘difficulties of making a new coat could be over- 
come it might bring comfort to the thousands of new 
officers who are now coming into the Service and or- 
dering uniforms for the first. time.

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NO PORK IN RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


One of the favorite subjects for attack in the daily 
press is the River and Harbor bill, which as it appears 
each year is assailed without regard to its merits by the 
cry of “Pork.” As a matter of fact, as we have learned 
by inquiries in former years such as our daily contem- 
poraries might have made had they been disposed to 
ascertain the truth, with possibly a few exceptions, the 
appropriation in the annual River and Harbor bills are 
such as have met the approval of our Army engineers 
and have been meritorious. This year the New York 
Sun opened the annual attack upon the River and Har- 
bor bill, about to be reported, in an article of May 7 
under the title: “Pork Hidden in Harbor Bill Under 
Military Disguise.” This article has provoked a reply 
from Col. Harry Taylor, C.E., U.S.A., in which he 
shows how great public injury has resulted from defeat 
of bills in former years by similar misunderstandings. 

In 1914 and ’15 two contracts were advertised for 
dredging the Harlem river, a most necessary and im- 
portant improvement. Bids were, respectively, 22.8 cents 
per cubic yard and 25.08 cents, but as the appropriation 
was not passed, the contracts failed. Now the best price 
offered is 53.9 cents per cubic yard, and contractors hesi- 
tate to undertake the work even at that price. Besides 
the increased cost, the stream has been deprived for two 
years or more of the benefit which would have resulted 
from deepening the channel to thirty-five feet, and we 
have lost the advantage of this deepened channel in this 
great emergency. 

As to the Chesapeake and Delaware Canal another 
subject of attack, Colonel Taylor says: “Had it not been 
for that small and inefficient canal the capital of Wash- 
ington would probably have been in the hands of the Con- 
federates garly in 1861. While we hope that the capital 
will never be that near capture again, the Chesapeake 
and Delaware Canal is still regarded as highly important 
from the defense point of view as well as from a com- 
mercial point of view.” 

Colonel Taylor cites the opinion of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense against that expressed by the Sun as to 
the value of the Mississippi river as a transportation 
route, saying: “If there were the amount of ‘pork’ in 
the River and Harbor bill which your articles imply you 
would be right in your opposition to the bill without re- 
gard to the effect upon the worthy improvements, but I 
know absolutely from personal knowledge that the total 
amount of ‘pork’ jn the bills of 1914 and 1915 was in- 
significant. The total amount of money spent on these 
so-called ‘worthless creeks’—many of which, by the way, 
show the greatest returns, dollar for dollar, of any im- 
provements fog which appropriations are made—is only 
a small part of the cost that will be added to a few of the 
improvements which have never been questioned, due to 
the delays of the last three years.” . 
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NO FAVORITISM IN SELECTIVE DRAFT. 

The attention of Brig. Gen. Enoch H. Crowder, Judge 
Advocate General and Provost Marshal General, having 
been called to the fear which exists in some sections 
of the country that members of the county and city 
registration boards for the selective draft may be in- 
fluenced by personal considerations to discriminate be- 
tween young men liable for service, and to make friend- 
ship or some other consideration a moving factor in the 
selection of soldiers for the Army, in a formal state- 
ment issued on May 10 General Crowder says: 

“There is no ground for such a fear. The luw is 
specific and allows no latitude to the boards, either in 
the matter of registration or in the later matter of 
exemption from service. In fact, the law is self-execut® 
ing. Every man within the age limits fixed must regis- 
ter, and the penalty of the law for evasion of registra- 
tion will fall not only on the man who fails to appear, 
but on any member of a registration board who may be 
shown to be in collusion with the person who attempts 
to escape his duty. The law provides the penalty of 
imprisonment with no alternative of fine for any of- 
ficial or any registered man who shall make a false 
return or connive at such a practice. The safeguards 
against favoritism or evasion are ample.”

The first group of members of the Italian war commis- 
sion arrived in New York city on May 9 quite unher- 
alded, as the State Department had not been advised as 
to the exact date of their arrival. The commission ig 
composed of some of the most distinguished men of Italy. 
Enrico Arlotta, Minister of Maritime and Railway Trans- 
portation in the Italian Cabinet, heads the commission, 
the other members being General Gugliemotti, military 
attaché; Commander Vannutelli, representing the navy; 
Alvise Bragadini, of the Transportation Department; 
G. Pardo, of the Department of Industry and Commerce; 
and Gaetana Pietra, of the Agricultural Department. Al- 
though the spokeman for the commission preferred not 
to speak of conditions in his country until the members 
have been formally received in Washington, Minister Ar- 
lotta paid a high tribute to the efficiency of the American 
naval gunners who fired on a submarine on the way- 


across. “The quickness and accuracy of the American 
gunners who fired on the submarine that was unmistak- 
ably about to attack the vessel off the coast of Ireland,” 
he said, “were wonderful, and we really think that our’ 
steamer was saved by seamanship of the commander and 
the ability of the gunners.” Minister Arlotta is one of 
the best known bankers in Italy. He is a member of the 
Liberal party and has been in the Italian Parliament for 
twenty years. He comes from Naples. General Guglie- 
motti was commander of the army of occupation at Val- 
lona in Albania. Afterward he was in command of a 
division in the Corso on the Italian front, where he per- 
formed distinguished service. Commander Vannutelli is 
a member of the famous Roman family which has fur- 
nished in its time two Cardinals to the Papal Consistory. 
He has been a worldwide traveler. During the war he 
has been in command of a unit of torpedoboats which has 
been doing service in the Adriatic Sea. 
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The visit of the French Commissioners to this coun- 
try has given very many thousand Americans an op- 
portunity to realize the truth of the saying of Bayard 
Taylor in his Song of the Camp, “The bravest are the 
tenderest, the loving are the daring.” They have noted 
the fact, so constantly referred to in the newspapers, 
that the great soldier of France is a man of the gentlest 
mood, with a most charming manner and a fascinating 
smile, enjoying himself most of alk in the company of 
little children. According to those who find delight in 
villifying the Army and abusing Army officers, Mar- 
shal Joffre should have borne in his countenance the 
evil evidence of murderous proclivities. And it should 
be noted that his countenance, as an index to character, 
is typical and not exceptional. There is no profession 
which, in its active exercise, tends to the development of 
the highest characteristics of manhood more than that 
of the warrior. Its very foundation principle is the 
exaltation of duty and personal sacrifice over every self- 
seeking instinct; the realization, in the constant presence 
of imminent danger, of the reality of an overruling 
Providence who shapes men’s actions to its own ends. 
That not all who wear the uniform of military service 
answer to this characterization does not prove the 
contrary, because a profession has a right to be judged 
by those who represent its ideals and not by those who are 
false to them. Witness Lord Roberts, of England, Grant, 
Sherman and the gentle-hearted Farragut of our own 
service, and many others that might be named. 
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Great pains have been taken by the Provost Marshal 
General’s office to insure from every voting precinct in 
the country early and complete returns of the men sub- 
ject to draft. The scheme is simple. The executive offi- 
cer of the county board telegraphs to the Governor a 
summary of the county returns. Under the Governor's 
direction the returns for the whole state are assembled 
and a summary thereof wired to the Provost Marshal 
General. Blank telegraphic forms ruled in appropriate 
columns will be in the hands of the proper officials be- 
fore registration day. The entire expense is borne by 
the Federal Government. Funds will be placed to the 
credit of a disbursing officer in each state, usually The 
Adjutant General of the state, and this officer will pay 
the expenses of the local registration machinery. Vouchers 
for legitimate expenses will be in the hands of the proper 
officers before registration day. While the states are put 
to no expense, the War Department wishes the public to 
know that the voluntary uncompensated service of indi- 
viduals will be accepted as the performance of a patriotic 
duty and due acknowledgement made. 
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Vice Admiral Chocheprat, of,the French “war mis- 
sion” now in this country, visited the New York Navy 
Yard on May 11. He inspected the U.S.S. New Mexico 
and was particularly interested in the new devices shown 
in her construction. “I- have been deeply impressed,” 
said the Admiral, “in my constant contact with the Ameri- 
can Navy since I have been in the United States with the 
absolute confidence of American naval officers of their 
being able to cope with the submarine war, and I share 
their confidence.”’ The Admiral has been struck with the 
keen ambition of U.S. Navy officers to get commands 
that will give them opportunities to encounter subma- 
rines. The spirit of the American Navy, he said, is the 
spirit of decision, of absolute purpose and devotion to 
the war. He had found everywhere extraordinary pro- 
fessional capacity. “I cannot say,” he added, “how great 
my personal joy is in being a comrade in arms of such 
men.” 


= 
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in spite of War Department efforts to provide instrue 
tion for young men at training camps it would appear 
that many applications for admission to the camps will 
have to be rejected. Taking a single camp for illustra- 
tion, we find that at Fort Benjamin Harrison, Ind., out 
of 9,238 applications only 2,500 could be accepted. Those 
for whom it has been found impossible to make room are 
greatly disturbed, as are “their sisters, cousins and 
aunts,” because the failure to secure admission to the 
camp delays the military training they seek and leaves 
them subject to the coming draft later on. It would be 
well if arrangements could be made to accept all eligible 
candidates who offer themselves and thus expedite their 
military instruction.

It was announced from Mexico City on May 14 that 
the new naval schools in Mazatlan and Campeche will 
be formally opened this month. 
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Chief Magistrate McAdoo, of the New York city po- 


lice courts, in a statement issued on May 8, combats the 
objections that have been made by Army and Navy offi- 
cers to Police Magistrates offering minor offenders a choice 
between enlistment and going to jail. The magistrate’s 
statement shows that he fails entirely to comprehend the 
objection of the Army and Navy to having an honorable 
service treated as a punishment to be offered as an al- 
ternative for a jail sentence or fine for an offense, no 
matter how ‘venial. He says: “Time and again, the 
Army and Navy authorities have protested vigorously 
against this action as-an attempt to fill up the ranks of 
the Army and Navy with men with dishonoravle records 
and undesirable characters. It seems a .false point of 
view to say that because a man has become a little 
disorderly in the streets or has broken an ordinance or 
has done some venial thing that he is unfit for service. 
For the things thac I set forth he would be sent to jail 
for a very brief period or. be fined a few dollars, and 
the state would be content that it had been compensated. 
In the Army and Navy itself the court-martial system 
shows the same offenses are committed and the same pen- 
alties are put down that the magistrates find and im- 
pose in matters arising in the courts. .The Army and 
Navy do not discharge men gsimply because of breaches 
of discipline in minor matters. They do not use the dis- 
charge except for gross cases involving moral turpitude. 
Why is it, then, that this attitude is assumed against 
those who have committed slight offenses against the 
law, of barring them out of the Army and Navy or 
making it impossible to urge them to think of devoting 
themselves to the high cause of the nation’s honor?’ 
Another point in his contention Magistrate McAdoo 
stated as follows: “The figures now show that in Eu- 
rope only the mental defectives and physical defectives 
are kept in jail. All of the able-bodied~ prisoners have 
been sent to the colors or to some branch of military 
activity. We must face this sooner or later.” 
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More than 200 woolen and worsted manufacturers of 
the country held a conference in New York city on May 
8 to make arrangements regarding the handling of Gov- 
ernment contracts for the manufacture of clothing for 
the armies about to be put in the field. John P. Wood, 
president of the National Association of Wool Manu- 
facturers, acted as chairman. The meeting was des- 
cribed as a “war conference” in the sense that the ques- 
tions coming before the meeting all related to problems 
connected with the outfitting of the troops. Members of 
the Committee on Co-operation, representing the two big 
woolen and worsted organizations , which is working 
im conjunction with the War and Navy Depart- 
ments and the National Council of Defense, were 
present and explamied the needs of the Government. 
The matter of co-ordinating the various contracts 
now being given out by the Government was dis- 
eussed so that the maximum output might be as- 
sured in the least possible time. Apart from the mil- 
lions of yards of khaki and other uniform cloth urgently 
required by the Government, the conference took up, and, 
it was understood, acted upon the proportion of over- 
coatings, shirtings, and blankets about to be contracted 
for by the military authorities. Some of the speakers 
severely criticised certain speculators who are known to 
be hoarding textile fabrics in the hope of compelling 
the Government to pay exorbitant prices for the goods. 
It was urged that the mills deal direct with the Gov- 
ernment and avoid trade relations with the third parties. 
The conference deprecated the large demands being made 
at this time for uniforms for tome defense leagues, and 
similar civil or semi-military organizations. It was 
pointed out that all textile fabrics of Army regulation 
character were imperatively needed in the present crisis 
for clothing the strictly military forces of the country. 
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The Standards Committee of the Society of Automo- 
tive Engineers at a meeting held recently in Cleveland, 
approved the military truck specifications, prepared by 
the War Department Motor Transport Board, in con- 
sultation with the Truck Standards Division, the Trans- 
mission Division, the Springs Division and the Electrical 
Equipment Division of the Society. It was decided by 
the Standards Committee to request that the designation 
of the military trucks be by arbitrary terms rather than 
nominal terms of capacity. The War Department has 
accordingly ordered that the smaller military truck here- 
tofore designated 14%4 ton shall be named Class A truck, 
and the truck formerly designated 3-ton be called Class 
B truck. The trucks have a greater capacity than their 
former nominal designations indicated. An engine of a 
minimum size of 312 cubic inches is specified for the 
Class A truck. This means that if a four-cylinder en- 
gine is used it would have a bore and stroke of 4% 
and 5% inches respectively. Likewise a four-cylinder 
engine of the Class B truck would have a bore and 
stroke of 44%4 and 6% inches, the minimum engine size 
being 41314 cubic inches. The Truck Standards Divi- 
sion of the Society of Automotive Engineers is still con- 
ducting work with regard to the military truck speci- 
fications. A meeting will be held in Washington at an 
early date to take up details with reference to parts 
and features not ordinarily found in commercial prac- 
tice, with a view to obtaining maximum production of 
and interchangeability in military trucks. 
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Brig. Gen. Francis J. Kernan, U.S.A., the junior 
brigadier general of the Army, has been summoned from 
El Paso, Tex., to act. as Assistant Chief of Staff dur- 
ing the absence of Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, who, 
as announced in our last issue, will be a member of the 
diplomatic commission to Russia. Major Gen. Tasker 
H. Bliss, the present Assistant Chief of Staff, will be 
the acting chief until General Scott returns. 
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Asst. Paymr. Earl L. Bailey, U.S.N., has the unique 
distinction of being the only enlisted man, so far as rec- 
_ ords show, for whose benefit a naval examining board 
held a special session. Paymaster Bailey was an en- 
listed man in the radio service when he recently took the 
examination for commission in the Pay Corps. The law 
provides that all such applicants must be under not more 
than twenty-five years old; Paymaster Bailey was twenty- 
six on May 8 and as his papers had not been touched at 
4:30 p.m. on May 6 his case seemed hopeless. Paymaster 
General McGowan learned of the situation at that hour, 
called a special meeting of the board, which endorsed the 
papers at 6:30 p.m., giving the applicant a very high 
standing. On Monday the papers were rushed through 
the J.A.G.O., through the Bureau of Navigation and te 
the Secretary of the Navy, in record time. A _ special 
messenger took the matter to the President, who immedi- 
ately nominated Bailey, the Committee on Naval Affairs 
of the Senate confirming the nomination in executive 
session at six p.m. Half an hour later—with five and 


a half hours to spare—Paymaster General McGowan 
swore Bailey in as assistant paymaster.

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When in commenting on the decline in recruiting in 
the National Guard and its apparent arrival at a “‘twi- 
light” stage of existence the AkMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
made a little excursion into the realm‘’of Wagner’s Ring 
music drama by styling it the “Guarderdiimmerung” we 
had little idea we were setting up a new line of military 
terminology. But now we have it on the authority of 
the Associated Press correspondent at the British army 
headquarters in France that the famous Hindenburg 
line is referred to by the German army as the “Siegfried 
line,” “the Wotan line” and the “Alberich line’ in three 
of its present divisions along the western front. To carry 
this new terminology to its Wagnerian conclusion we 
may assume that Germany, Austria and Turkey look 
upon themselves as typifying Woglinde, Wellgunde and 
Flosshilde trying to protect the Rhinegold. 
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The Secretary of Commerce has made the following 
announcement: “The Bureau of Standards of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, after two and one-half years of con- 
tinuous study and experiment in the making of optical 
glass, has achieved satisfactory results, and is prepared 
to produce optical glass. Additions are now being made 
to the working plant requisite to permit larger produc- 
tion to supply the needs of the Government. The matter 
is one of essential importance to the military services of 
the nation. Heretofore, this material of the best grade 
has been wholly made in Germany ; but the United States 
is henceforth independent of any foreign supply for this 
important product.” Optical glass is used in making 
lenses for field glasses, range finders, periscopes, tele- 
scopes, surveying apparatus, chemical laboratory equip- 
ment and many other necessary articles. 
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At the American Women’s Club, in London, England, 
which opened its beautiful new home in December, there 
are large workrooms for the making of hospital sup- 
plies, from which the American women’s work goes out 
as a unit. They are under War Office recognition, and 
therefore the workers who fulfill the requirements are 
entitled to the little bronze badge, “V.W.” surmounted 
by a crown, by which the War Office expresses its obli- 
gation to the “Voluntary Workers.” Among the first 
twenty to receive the badge through these workrooms, 
were Mrs. E. S. Tobey, wife of Paymaster Tobey, U.S.N., 
and Mrs. Alfred E. Bradley, wife of Colonel Bradley, 
U.S.A. 
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“Military necessity’ ran a line of railroad across pri- 
vate property and connected the Presidio with all rail and 
water terminals in San Francisco on May 13. The work 
was started late the previous night, and a guard was 
placed on it by military authorities. The property is 
owned by the Rudolph Herman Estate Company. 
strip 300 by 15 feet lay in the path of the State Board of 
Harbor Commissioners’ belt line extension to the Presidio 
mnilitary reservation, and repeated application for permis- 
sion to use this strip were refused, according to Arthur 
Arlett, president of the board. 
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American height flying records were broken at San 
Diego, Cal., on May 11, by Lieut. W. A. Robertson, 
U.-S.A., junior military aviator at the North Island train- 
ing school, who reached a height of about 16,400 feet. 
The American record, 16,335 feet, had been held by Victor 
Carlstrom, who was killed in a flight at Newport News, 
Va., on May 9. Lieutenant Rebertson had as a. pas- 
senger Lieut. C. K. Rhinehardt, U.S.A. They used a 
300-horsepower battleplane. Zero temperature prevailed 
above the 16,000-foot level and both aviators suffered in- 
tensely from-the cold. 
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A month ago Capt. William A. Moffett, U.S.N., com- 
mandant.of the Great Lake Naval Training Station, 
Til., sent an appeal throughout the Middle West in which 
he outlined a plan to increase the Navy quickly. “Or- 
ganize citizens’ committees,’ the Commandant advised. 
“Distribute information on the Navy; examine prospec- 
tive recruits in the home town; and then send them on to 
the nearest recruiting station for enlistment.” The people 
responded. Five hundred boys are being sent daily to 
Great Lakes from the Middle West. 

The U.S. Shipping Board announced on May 15 that 
Great Britain has agreed to turn over to United States 
registry all shipping now building in this country for 
England. This amounts to 1,024,000 tons of steel ships. 
There are 2,000,000 tons actually building now for Amer- 
ican owners. By speeding construction the Shipping 
Board hopes to turn out in a year and a half 3,000,000 
tens more. 
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The Secretary of the Navy has been notified that the 
first submarine chaser of the two score allotted the New 
York Navy Yard has been launched. Another chaser 
is ready for launching at New Orleans and several pri- 
vate contractors have reported that they will put afloat 
one or more similar craft within the next week or ten 
days. 
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Costa Rican Government authorities have located and 
dismantled a powerful wireless station at Heredia, which 
is supposed to have been used by Germans in that coun- 
try in receiving important messages. It was located on 
the property of the former Governor of Heredia Province, 
Dr. ices Rodriguez, an intimate friend of the deposed 
president, Alfredo Gonzalez.

FOUR INCREMENTS FOR REGULAR ARMY. 


The unforeseen delay in the passage of the Emergency 
Army bill by Congress caused the Secretary of War, after 
a conference with the President, to authorize on May. 14 
the issuance of orders for the raising of the remaining 
four increments to the Army as contemplated under the 
National Defense Act. Following this it was announced, 
on May 15, that the President had authorized the raising 
of all the remaining increments of Engineer troops as con- 
templated in the National Defense Act, and that orders 
would be sent out_at once to fulfill this authorization. 

The “splitting” of existing regiments and the recruit- 
ing to full strength of the resulting new organizations to 
form a total of twenty-seven regiments of Infantry, 
twelve of Field Artillery and six of Cavalry. was the 
tremendous scope of the orders dispatched to the depart- 
ment commanders on May 14. All of the old regiments 
and battalions involved are to be drawn from the South- 
ern Department—comprising practically all of the vet- 
eran regiments that have been on border duty since 1912. 
The mcdus operandi will be the same as wis employed 
on July 1, 1916, when the initial increment was added. 
Designations of the new regiments will be from the 38th 
to the 64th, inclusive, of Infantry ; 10th to 21st, inclusive 
< Field Artillery; and 20th to 25th, inclusive, of Cav- 
alry. 

When the new regiments have been obtained the Army 
will, therefore, comprise sixty-four regiments of Infan- 
try, twenty-one of Field Artillery, and twenty-five of 
Cavalry—a total of 110 regiments—exclusive of Engi- 
neers, Coast Artillery, staff corps and special service 
units. There will be 3,379. officers, and 127,985 men in 
the Infantry, 1,325 officers and. 37,145 men in the Cav- 
alry, and 897 officers and 26,748 men in the Field. Ar- 
tillery. The entire Regular Army will comprise more 
than 12,000 officers and 293,000 men. 


The actual strength of the Regular Army on May 13, - 


1917, is given _as 176,545, making an additional recruit- 
ing of 116,455 necessary to fil! the war maximum of 
293,000 now called for. Since April 1, 67,443 men have 
been added to the Army, and it is hoped that the addi- 
tional number needed may be obtained by June 15. 

The new regiments will be in addition to ‘the National 
Guard and to the draft army of 500,000. When raised 
to war strength the Guard will contain 329,954 men. No 
orders have been issued covering actual war mobiliza- 
tion of the National Guard. The War Department is 
understood to be waiting action by Congress on the 
Emergency Army bill.

C and D, 1st Engineers, into 6th Engineers, at 
Fort Wadsworth, N.Y. 

Cos. FE. and F, 1st Engineers, into 7th Engineers, at 
Fort Sheridan, Ill. : 

In addition to the above, the two mounted companies 
of Engineers now in existence will be reorganized into 
two mounted battalions. 

The addition of the four remaining increments to the 

Army, with a corresponding increase to the Corps of 
Engineers, will result in the promotion in the Engineers 
of six lieutenant colonels to be colonels, twelve majors 
to be lieutenant colonels, twenty-nine captains to be 
majors and about eighty first and second lieutenant to be 
captains. This will necessitate the promotion of all offi- 
cers in the last two grades to that of captain, and will 
call for a wholesale commissioning of additional officers 
to fill the void which will be left in junior officers. 
Orders have already gone out instructing most of the offi- 
cers concerned to report to various boards for examina- 
tion. Several of these will have to be hurried because of 
the detail of officers to duties which will take them out 
of the country. For instance, Lieut. Col. William V. 
Judson, C.E., is to accompany the Root Commission to 
Russia. 
_ It is probable that a majority of the first and second 
lieutenants (and not a few additional captains) for the 
Corps of Engineers will be secured from members of the 
Engineer Officers’ Reserve Corps now attending the citi- 
zens’ training camps. “Engineer sections’ have been 
established at ten of these camps to accommodate 150 
persons each, and at three others to accommodate 300 
each. This gives Brig. Gen. William M, Black a mini- 
mum of 2,400 applicants for commission in the corps of 
which he is chief. These men were all examined and 
recommended for commissions before being permitted to 
attend the camps. Only those who had a “certificate of 
suitability” from ‘the Chief of Engineers «rie accepted, 
the purpose being to secure the best trained personnel 
possible for the highly scientific work they will be called 
upon to accomplish. 
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ARMY REMOUNT BREEDING PLAN. 

The first fruits of the U.S. Army remount breeding 
plan inaugurated in 1912 are now being gathered, ac- 
cording to a statement made on May 6, by George M. 
Rommel, chief of the Government Bureau of Animal 
Industry. “There are only a few four-year-olds avail- 
able in the districts where Governmental sires have 
been stationed,” said Mr. Rommel, “but between five 
hundred and six hundred three-year-olds are now ready 
and our inspectors began their work at Mount Sterling, 
Ky., ten days ago. This is the third district and com- 
prises Kentucky and Tennessee, in which standard bred 
and saddle sires have been used. When they have fin- 
ished they will go to the first district, represented by 
New Hampshire and Vermont, after which the second 
district, which includes Virginia and West Virginia, will 
engage their attention. In these states thoroughbred, 
standard bred and saddle stallions were deemed best 
fitted for-the mares available. 

“Under our system the farmer using a Governmental 
sire gives an option for the purchase of the produce at 
$150 in the autumn and his three-year-old-form. This 
spring we instructed our inspectors to encourage farmers 
possessing fillies to retain them for breeding purposes. 
We have made friends by the policy and at the same 
time are building for a steadily increasing supply of 
the type of animal this country must have. If we 
had been permitted to go on’ with the plan when it 
was first formulated as the result of recommendation 
on the part of such experts as Major General Carter, 
who visited European breeding stallions, we would now 
have some five-year-olds ready for active service. 

“There are some problems in horse breeding which are 
not encountered in the production of other live stock. 
We have learned that you must carry your male to 
the community in order to get results. The stallion 
and the jack are the only males of the animal. tribe 
that have been highly commercialized. The farmer 
having a mare or two cannot afford to keep a stallion of 
his own and consequently is at the mercy of whatever 
happens to be in his district in the shape of a sire. 
To give you an idea of the scarcity of pure bred males 
in certain communities we learned recently that a Mor-- 
gan sire sent into a county in North Carolina two 
years ago was the first pure bred stallion ever seen 
in that district. In the corn belt good sires of the 
draught type are frequent, but in the hilly, mountainous 
regions, where the light horse type prevails, males of 
pure blood are few and far between. This is where 
we hope to be useful. Octagon, the big thoroughbred 
which, with other horses, was donated to the Government 
by August Belmont, chairman of the Jockey Club, has 
been our best sire to date, and the demand for his 
services is very great. He was mated with eighty-one 
mares in 1916, and a large proportion of them are with 
foal. The standard bred sire Richford Jay is getting 
a large percentage of foals of artillery type, and we 
have found the combination of the thoroughbred and 
standard .bred most desirable, especially where the for- 
mer is utilized as a top cross. This would seem to bear 
out the result of experiments in other countries, partic- 
ularly France, whose cavalry is unapproached.” 

Mr. Rommel quoted the general manager of the Union 
Stock Yards of Chicago as saying that an order for a 
Million horses of the true Army type would be difficult 
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to fill. The transport horses and those for artillery 
purposes could be found, but the remount suppl>~had 
been practically exhausted by purchases for European 
war account. 

“Those who are fond of figures,” continued Mr. Rom- 
mel, “and like to theorize point to the fact that we 
have-approximately 24,000,000 horses of various breeds 
in the United States. We also have 6,000,000 farms, and 
that means an average of four horses to each farm. 
If you take one of these from. each farmer you reduce 
the efficiency of that farmer a‘id lessen his crop produc- 
tion. It isa situation whifa is both perplexing and 
disquieting. The policy to ‘yursue in searching for a 
solution of this problem of ‘. horse supply, in my opin- 
ion, is an enlargement of our present scheme. The best 
results abroad have been obtained through the co-opera- 
tion of the War and Agricultural Departments, with 
the latter department in active charge of the work. All 
that will be necessary to achieve results would be an 
appropriation of ample proportions and the proper spirit 
of co-operation all along the line. We find a desire 
on the part of the men prominent in the production of 
thoroughbred, standard bred and other light horse types 
to be helpful in this emergency. Success is going to 
mean a cohesive effort, with everyone doing his level best.” 


THE CITIZENS’ TRAINING CAMPS. 
GENERAL BELL AT PLATTSBURG. 


Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S:A., commander of 
the Egstern Department, paid his first visit to the citi- 
zens’ training camp at Plattsburg, N.Y., on May 13, and 
made an unofficial inspection of the camp. With Lieut. 
Col. Paul A. Wolf, U.S.A., camp commander, General 
Bell spent the forenoon riding through the country around 
Plattsburg to ascertain its adaptability for Army ma- 
neuvers. He said on his return that he considered the 
Champlain valley particularly well suited for the training 
of troops. ; 

General Bell made two informal addresses in_ the 
course of the day, the first to a committee of Plattsburg 
citizens who had called on him to offer the General and 
Mrs. Bell the use of a furnished house in the city for 
the summer. The second speech was made to the stu- 
dents in the Y.M.C.A. building after evening mess. To 
a committee of Plattsburg citizens he seid: “I am_con- 
vinced that this is an ideal spot for the training of sol- 
diers during the summer months. For five, or possibly 
six, months of the year no better place could be Selected, 
but because of the rigorous winters of this section I do 
not believe that it could be used to advantage for the 
training of large bedies of men during those months. 
There is no telling what the exigencies of the present war 
may require, and it may be necessary to keep a large 
number of troops at the post throughout the winter. 
There is no doubt, however, that there will be a large 
number of men in training here as long as the weather 
will permit.’ General Bell declined the offer of the 
house on the grounds that it was his practice never to 
enjoy comforts which were not to be had by men of his 
command. At the General’s suggestion, the house will be 
occupied by the six nurses who will be on duty at the 
post hospital during the summer. In the afternoon Gen- 
eral Bell held a conference with the post officers and camp 
instructors. : 

Colonel Wolf acted as chairman of the evening meet- 
ing and introduced General Bell, who said: “I am not 
here to talk shop. This is the Y.M.C.A. night. But Ill 
be here often during your training and will do a lot of 
talking. There are some military matters about which I 
shall speak to you, but I shall wait until you are all 
here, for I am determined that every one-shall hear me. 
On the battle line it’s character that wins—not ability 
or knowledge so much as character. You know what I 
mean. You have only one life to live and one life to 
give, and it does not matter when a soldier leaves this 
life, but it does matter how he leaves it. A_ sol- 
dier must think only of his duty and must do it 
in a way that all who survive him will be proud of 
the way he gave up his life. Gentlemen, you sang “The 
Star-Spangled Banner’ to-night as I have heard it sung 
few times before. You know whom we are going to fight. 
German soldiers sing while they march. I want you to 
see that our Army beats them at their own game, for 
singing men are fighting men. From you will be selected 
part of our first 10,000 officers and I want you to take 
it upon yourselves as a duty to see that every company of 
our Army has its marching tune, and that the men learn 
to sing it. You don’t know how much further men can 
march when they sing. Any rousing air will do. ‘A Hot 
Time in the Old Town To-night’ has a swing to it that 
will put ginger and cold courage in the hearts of men. 
Go to it. Sing and fight.” 

General Bell left the Plattsburg Training Camp on 
May 14 to visit Madison Barracks, Sacket Harbor; Fort 
Ontario, Oswego, and Fort Niagara, Youngstown, N.Y. 
His purpose was to inspect these posts.

Their non-appearance, for 
the most part, was attributed to their inability to pay 
the expenses incident to the training period. 

Virtually the entire quota of 5,200 men for the citi- 
zen’s training camp, were at Fort Benjamin Harrison, 
Indiana, om May 15. Orders were received at the fort: 
on May 14 to erect additional barracks for three regi- 
ments, 600 officers, an ambulance corps and a_ hospital 
company. The work is to be started immediately. 


ENFIELD RIFLE TO BE USED BY ARMY. 

An official statement regarding the supply of small 
arms and the ammunition situation was issued on May 
15 by Frank A. Scott, as chairman of the General Muni- 
tions Board of the Council of National Defense. It con- 
firms the suggestion in our issue of April 14 and the 
announcement made by Representative Tilson in the 
House of Representatives on May 7 that the Enfield 
rifle was to be used by our troops in such quantities as 
are necessary. Chairman Scott’s statement reads: 

“We are in a position now to assure the country that 
rifles and ammunition will be ready for American troops 
as fast as they can be raised and otherwise prepared for 
foreign service. There are on hand more than enough 
rifles for the rifle-carrying men of an army of approxi- 
mately a million, and arrangements have now been made 
to provide for the arming of a larger force, and for the 
reserve which the wastage under modern war conditions 
makes necessary. Plans have been completed to take ad- 
vantage of the small arms factories developed in our 
country as the result of the European war, and convert 
them to our use. In addition the Government arsenals 
are being expanded. In general, it may be stated that 
small arms, including ammunition, can be provided for 
practically any number of men that the country may call 
to the colors. 

“Manufacturing facilities for the Springfield rifle are 
not adequ:.te to supply the number required for the larger 
force which the United States may decide to send abroad 
and to replace the wastage of such a force. Fortunately 
the existing small arms factories which have been turn- 
ing out quantities of rifles for the British army are 
equipped to manufacture the Enfield rifle in more than 
sufficient number. Therefore, it has been decided to adopt 
the Enfield rifle, but manufactured to use American am- 
munition, and to issue these rifles to our troops to such 
an extent as may be necessary. Our Government will 
continue to manufacture the Springfield model, the am- 
munition for which will be interchangeable with that of 
the new Enfield. 

“The United States is in a very satisfactory position 
so far as all types of ammunition are concerned. The 
country has developed during the last three years great 
plants for the manufacture of high explosives, small arms 
ammunition, and field artillery ammunition of various 
types. This development has been so great that several 
of the belligerent nations have received the greater part 
of their supplies from us. New plants have been de- 
veloped in the interior of the country where they are 
safe from any raiding parties that might land upon the 
coast. The supply will be such that the United States 
can take advantage of it without taking needed ammuni- 
tion from our allies. 

“Steps are being taken to provide for the additional 
quantities of field artillery necessary for modern battle 
conditions through the extension of plants already in op- 
eration for the Allies, and through the introduction and 
adaption of new plants that have not hitherto manu- 
factured war material. The process will be slower than 
that of providing rifles, but this country has been noted 
for its machine tools, an industry which has been de- 
veloped beyond that of any other nation, and this is 
proving a decided asset in these days of preparation of a 
great war and will help us to make good a shortage which 
is greater than it should be. The General Munitions 
Board is endeavoring to develop these various resources 
to the fullest capacity in order that the country may be 
prepared for any developments of the military situation, 
no matter how serious they may prove. 

“In order to secure the great quantities of artillery im- 
mediately necessary for the large armies that are to be 
raised, a certain number of guns of tried foreign types, 
but manufactured in the United States, will be intro- 
duced into our Service. Satisfactory arrangements have 
been made to accomplish this. In the meantime the muni- 
tions plants are pushing forward their preparations for 
the manufacture in large quantities of the various types 
of mobile artillery that have been adopted for our own 
Service. Among these types is the 3-inch light artillery 
gun, of which the latest model is said to be even superior 
to the famous French 75.” 

Mr. Tilson’s announcement as to the use of the Enfield 
rifle was made on May 7, when he spoke on the matter 
of small arms and ammunition. He said we had 800,000 
of the 1903 model Springfield rifles on hand, making them 
at the rate of 200,000 .a year on one eight-hour shift. If 
we should run our arsenals twenty-four hours a day 
with three shifts we could make 500,000 a year, he said. 

The purpose back of Mr. Tilson’s speech was to show 
the Government had been slow to provide the proper 
number of gauges, jigs and other tools, to enable it to 
turn out the Springfield rifle as quickly and in such 
numbers as would be needed in the event of war. This 
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had made it necessary now for the Government to adopt 
the Enfield rifie. A : 

“The big problem that is confronting this country 
now,” Mr. Tilson continued, “is the proposition of 
whether we shall rechamber the Enfield rifle for our 
use or whether we will use it just as it is for Great 
Britain. The British is a .303 calibre, slightly larger 
than ours. It. has an entirely different cartridge, and 
the ammunition is not interchangeable. a , 

“Bye remaining problem is that of'ammunition. It is 


mot a very serious matter to change the chamber of 


the new rifles we make so that American ammunition 


instead of British may be used, but if we are going over 


to France to fight alongside of the British theye would 
be a great many advantages in using the same ammuni- 
tion. There has been difficulty in France, with Franve 
armed with oye rifle, using one kind of ammunition, ard 
the small Portuguese division another, and_ the Belgians 
another and the British another. The Russians who 
came over had the French rifle from the start, and there 
Was no trouble.”

USELESS ARMY POSTS. 
Union League Club, San Francisco, Cal. 
To THE EpITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy. JOURNAL: 
Several times in the years past the War Department 
has sought to get rid of the small and useless Army posts 





created in times of Indian wars on the then frontier— 


(some, like Niagara and Porter, in earlier days)—and 
to consolidate all posts at strategic points for reasons that 


make for solidarity—for increased efficiency; but Con- 
gressmen have always antagonized and succeeded in de- 
feating such efforts. I suppose there are between twenty 
and thirty of these small, useless posts scattered through 
the states, in which, for the most part, are fragments of 
companies or battalions. At some of these posts there is 
no target range nor adequate parade ground. Porter, for 
instanee, is in the heart of the city of Buffalo; the parade 
ground is small, and there is no target range—if t 
troops want to shoot they must go elsewhere. Some of 
the posts are without railway connection; some quite a 
distance from railways; at many no drill larger than 
company or battalion drill is possible. Whatever laissez- 
faire reasons may have seemed satisfactory for the re- 
tention of those posts in times of. peace, they are grossly 
inopportune, nay, positively reprehensible at this time— 
there can be no doubt (politics quite aside) that those 
posts ought to be disestablished immediately and perma- 
nently for these among other reasons: 

1. Because they are strategically valueless, and because 
they scatter troops that ought to be concentrated; 2, be- 
cause their retention is a continuing useless and needless 
financial burden—a very prodigal waste of money and of 
military usefulness; and 3, because they sap the morale 
of the men. 

If there had been—if there were now—any real need 
of these posts is it thinkable that the Department (offi- 
cers of high rank in the Army advising) would have 
sought their disestablishment? Nevertheless, the efforts 
of the Department in that direction have always failed. 
I think, however, that the time has come when 
must listen to reason. The United States is filled with 
patriotic fervor, with devotion to the flag, with a desire 
to make the Army as strong and as effective as possible. 
The States are united. It is a good time for Gulliver 
to arise and shake off the petty Lilliputs!

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports May 11-17.) 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


British and French -pressure on the German line in 
France has been somewhat relaxed during the week under 
review, more particularly on the French portion of the 
attacking front. The British report the appearance of 
four newly arrived German divisions. Press dispatches 
reflect much uncertainty as to the prospect of the en- 
trance, in the west, of heavy forces that may have been 
withdrawn from the German line in Russia. The trans- 
fer of the French commander, Nivelle, to the command of 
a single army group and the simultaneous elevation of 
Pétain, of Verdun fame, to the position of commander- 
in-chief of the French forces was announced in Paris on 
May 15. This change had previously been rumored in 
connection with the report that Nivelle had been chosen 
last autumn, owing to Pétain’s then demanding fuller 
powers, as a condition to taking up the task, than the 
ministry at that time disposed to grant him. German 
comment is naturally disposed to see in the removal of 
Nivelle a sign of French dissatisfaction with the recent 
conduct of the offensive, but Entente opinion inclines 
rather to the view that the choice of Pétain reflects 
French desire for the most efficient possible measures in 
connection with the situation now being brought on by 
the Russian military breakdown. A computation of the 
combined captures of the French and the British on the 
western front between April 9 and May 12 gives 49,579 
as the total of German prisoners taken with 444 heavy 
and field pieces, 948 machine guns and 386 pieces of 
trench ordnance captured from the Germans. The cap- 
tures were roughly equal for the two allies. The total 
of prisoners falls some 6.000 short of that taken in the 
first eighty days of the Somme offensive of 1916. In the 
few days immediately following May 12, however, the 
numbers of German prisoners taken has fallen consider- 
ably short of the rate for the preceding thirty-three days. 

The British offensive on the Scarpe has, however, by 
no means come to a halt. While not resuming their 
recent efforts to break down the German defensive line on 
a broad front between Arras and Douai, the British have 
gained and maintained a local advantage on the southern 
end of this line, at Bullecourt. Having already attained 
the southwestern edge of this village, on May 9, the 
Australians, operating in this sector, stormed the place 
on the night of May 11, while the supporting artillery 
drove back German forces on the east, endeavoring to 
advance for a counter-attack. On May 12, according to 
the Berlin communication, a Prussian guard battalion in 
a successful assault drove back the captors and regained 
the greater part of the village. The continued and 
fluctuating fight of the next two days left the possession 
of the place still disputed. On May 15, according to the 
London report, German attacking parties made four dis- 
tinct efforts to expel the British, by assaults on the north, 


east and south fronts of the position, and drove the de-° 


fenders back 100 yards on the south part of the place. 
The struggle continued on May 16, and it was only on 
the 17th that the British reported attaining the eastern 
edge of the village. ay: 

Farther north, on the river Scarpe itself, and north of 
the river, the Germans and British each developed strong 
local attaeks. On the night of May 10-11, London re- 
ports, the Germans attacked in the direction of Arleux, 
attempting to enlarge their previous success at Fresnoy. 
Close to Lens, on the south bank of the Souchez river, a 
German attack early on the 11th, carried out with the 
aid of flame projectors, drove the British temporarily 
out of a position captured a few days earlier; they re- 
gained the disputed trenches later in the day. On the 
11th and 12th, Berlin states, the British carried out a 
series of local attacks at Roeux, where they had been 
repulsed on April 24. The attacking parties entered 
Roéux on the 12th, but completed their occupation only 
two days later, after the inevitable severe house-to-house 
fighting. The British also claimed small advances near 
Gavrelle and on the west slopes of Greenland Hill. The 
German counter-move developed on the morning of May 
16 in the whole region from Gavrelle southward to the 
Searpe river in an attack which, according to the Lon- 
don statement, “by weight of numbers forced back our 
advanced troops from their forward positions.” British 
attacks were reported successful in restoring the impaired 
front. ‘The British apparently maintained themselves 
for the time being in Roeux. j 

Increased artillery fire from the German side was noted 
during the week in the neighborhood of Ypres. No other 
sign was noted there to show whether the German com- 
mand was concentrating men and material in that region 
for a new Ypres attack. 

The French abstained from any large offensive opera- 
tion, and contented themselves with holding off hostile 
attempts to regain points along the new line from Sois- 
sons to Champagne. The German artillery became more 
active and in combination with enterprising infantry de- 
tachments, gave the Germans the initiative over a great 
part of this front. On May 11 the Germans bombarded 
and attacked the lines in the region of Cerny-en-Laonnois, 
five miles west of Craonne. They were thrown back after 
entering the French advanced positions on a front of 
200 yards, reports Paris. On the llth Paris reported 
the capture of a German fortified post near Chevreux, 
east of Craonne. Berlin, May 12, announced the failure 
of French attacks on three small heights east of Berry- 
au-Bac. The airplane reconnoissance work was active at 
this time, with the usual aerial encounters. Paris, May 
12, reported that fourteen German airplanes had been 
brought down, while Berlin reported the destruction of 
twelve French machines. German attacks were violent, 
according to Paris, on the Craonne plateau north of 
Rheims and near Maisons-de-Champagne on the 13th. 
On the 14th the German report announced a local suc- 
cess in the recapture of Ste. Berthe farm to the east of 
Fort Malmaison, in the salient still held by the Germans 
at the western end of the Chemin-des-Dames, and asserted 
that the French had been pressed back from Hill 108 
near Sapigneul, a gain denied by the French report of 
even date. r 

A German attack on a front extending over several kilo- 
meters developed on the western Chemin-des-Dames line 
on May 14, according to the French account, and was 
everywhere driven back by artillery curtain fire or by 
the machine guns. The greater concentration of Ger- 
man attacks during the week was in this region, immedi- 
ately to the east of the strong German position at Fort 
Malmaison, where the were apparently bent on 
extending the front covered by this strong point. They 
also attacked near Filain, lig! er east and 
gained a_hold on a French position southwest of that 
place. Early on May 16, reports Paris, the German 
efforts in this quarter were renewed, this time on a front 
of four kilometers near the Moulin de Laffaux, to the 
west of the fort. In this attack Berlin-claims the cap-

with the capture of 175 French prisoners. The French 
claimed the recovery of all lost ground in the Laffaux 
region and the capture of about 100 unwounded Ger- 
mans, and definitely characterized the result as a san- 
guinary check to the attackers. The German attacks 
were renewed on the night of May 16-17, but as it would 
seem from the French report, less strongly. ; 

In parts of the French front remote from the main 
action of the past few weeks, raids and skirmishes have 
grown more frequent than they have been for some time 
past. The French parties have been particularly active 
at points in the Argonne, the Verdun region, Lorraine and 
Alsace, and are possibly being thus employed with a 
view to keeping the Germans in those parts of the line 
more fully engaged, so as to hinder the removal of re- 
serves in case the German command is drawing together 
the troops for a new western offensive. The French are 
practicing the attack of points beyond the range of ar- 
tillery fire by means of squadrons of bombing airplanes, 
and have been engaged in this work again on the Lor- 
raine. border. 

THE RUSSIAN THEATER OF WAR. 


The Russian military outlook grows continually less 
favorable for the possibility of any effectual participa- 
tion by the Russian forces in this year’s offensive opera- 
tions. The report is current in Petrograd, however, 
that German troops in_ considerable numbers are now 
being withdrawn from the Russian front, and if this be 
correct the prospects of an immediate Teuton eastward 
offensive, to strike the Russians in their present stage of 
disorganization, is diminished. As a means of drawing 
the attention of Hindenburg off from this point of least 
resistance, the continued violent attacks of the. French 
and British during the past several weeks may present 
one of their chief justifications. Indications continue to 
appear in the shape of comment on the tendency of Rus- 
sian troops at the front to fraternize with their oppo- 
nents, in the resignation of high Russian commanders, and 
in the efforts of the council of workmen and soldiers, 
that the fighting force is no longer to be relied upon as 
formerly. |General Korniloff, lately commanding at 
Petrograd, has resigned, after an attempt of this council 
to compel him to submit all military measures to their 
veto power. Two other Russian commanders of note, 
Brusiloff and Russky, have given up their commands. The 
Russian efforts of last week to develop a series of hold- 
ing attacks against the Teutons in the east had died 
down, and the Russian front, in consequence, stands more 
clearly revealed in its full weakness. Rifle fire and the 
smaller hostilities, scouting and reconnoissances are re- 
ported by Petrograd as continuing on the Galician and 
Roumanian fronts. A dispatch from Petrograd, on May 
17, reported that the mingling of Russian with Teuton 
soldiers had been stopped in part, at least, and the ex- 
change of fire resumed. The latest advices are that all 
ee commanders have decided to remain at their 
posts. 


ITALY, SERBIA, TURKEY, 


An Italian offensive, the most important since the 
capture of Gorizia, started during the present week on 
the eastern portion of the Italian front. On May 12, 
Rome states, the Italian guns on the Julian front com- 
menced a three days’ artillery preparation along more 
than thirty miles of front between Tolmino and the sea. 
The Austrian artillery developed a strong counter-fire, 
but the Italian bombardment continued, increasing gradu- 
ally to a maximum on the ‘morning of the 14th. The 
Austrian batteries were by no means silenced, but at 
noon the Italian infantry assaults were delivered, in 
spite of the opposing curtain fire. The greater part of 
the attacking front extended to the north of Gorizia in 
the high region between Plava and Monte Cucco, en- 
closed by an easterly bend of the Sonzo and continuously 
held by the Austrians since the outset of hostilities. At 
the end of this loop lies the town of Tolmino. An Aus- 
trian report of May 15 announced the complete success 
of the defensive, with the capture of 1,600 Italian pris- 
oners. The Italian account of the day following, however, 
announced the continued advance of the infantry and the 
capture of important positions. The attack might have 
value as a diversion in several ways. In case of a con- 
templated transfer of Austrian troops to the French 
front it might compel the troops to remain facing the 
Italians. It might, likewise, oblige the Germans to send 
support to Austria, or necessitate the withdrawal of 
Austrians from the Russian front, thus preventing the 
release of Germans on that front. Rome, under date of 
May 17, gave the particulars of the gains made in the 
Isonzo attack, the total of Austrian prisoners taken being 
3,375, and the captured pei:.ts including Monte Cucco and 
Monte Vodice on the north; part of the slope of Monte 
Santo, east of the Isonzo river; and the Hill 174 north 
of Tivoli and some two miles east of Gorizia. 

In Macedonia the Entente troops have developed an- 
other attack, similar to that of the Italians in its pos- 
sible effect as a diversion against the main plans of 
Hindenburg, but less sudden and concerted. Following 
the offensive moves of the Allies, reported last week, on 
the Varda and Cerna rivers the French and Serbian con- 
tingent attacked again on May 9, as oa by Paris 
and the Serbian headquarters, May 11. The French 
claim the capture of Srkadi Legen, south of Huma, and 
the Serbs assert that they advanced on the mountain 
height near Dobropolje in the Cerna bend.’ The accounts 
of the action given by Berlin and Sofia denied that the 
attack had scored any success. The method employed by 
General Sarrail is to deliver blows on different parts of 
the Bulgar front in rapid succession rather than simul- 
taneously. As the facilities for the transportation of 
reserves or reinforcements from one section of the Bul- 
gars’ immediate rear to another are slow in the rough 
Macedonian country, the resulting difficulty for the Bul- 
gar and Teuton defense, so far as maintaining a safe 
reserve is concerned, must amount to the same as if they 
A report of 
May 17 from London says that the British at the ex- 
treme right have taken the village of Kjufri on the 
Struma front and have made a number of advances of a 
local character farther west, entrenching themselves in 
captured positions. : 

The Turks in Mesopotamia have ceased to offer any 
strong opposition to the British on the present lines, 
except in the Jebel Hamrin hills, east of the Tigris and 
northwest of the Diala river. Here they have held out 
for several weeks against General Maude. The Rus- 
sians, on the upper Diala, attempting to attack the Ham- 
rin positions from the flank-rear have been held off in 
turn for over a week. After their first repulse on the 
Diala, reported in Iast week’s review, they succeeied in 


fighting their way across the river on May 10. Unable : 


to hold their advantage, they were driven back to the left 
bank as reported by Petrograd, May 14. The British 
who had hemmed in the Hamrin position from the other 
side apparently made no effort to enter it, and the Turks, 
in a force not yet publicly estimated, but judging from 
the character of the country, not greatly exceeding one 
division, remain in the hill position sixty to eighty miles 


northeast of Bagdad. 
The British-offensive--in southern Palestine has made 
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no farther offensive effort, but according to a Turkish 
report, is evidently making active preparation for fur- 
ther operations at Gaza.

NAVAL NOTES OF THE WAR. 


As to the results of a running fight between British 
and German light forces on May 10 the accounts disagree. 
The British .dmiralty announced on May 10 that a 
scouting force of light cruisers and destroyers had sighted 
eleven German destroyers while cruising between the 
Dutch anj English coasts, but was unable to overtake 
them. It was said the German destroyers were seen to 
have been hit by the British fire and that on the British 
side one man was slightly wounded. The German ac- 
count of the sea fight says their vessels reduced their 
speed to allow the British ships to come within range 
and later advanced on the retreating destroyers, which 
were speeding to join the distant cruisers. The Germans 
ceased firing, the statement adds, as the British vessels 
disappeared, and one of the latter, it is said, was sunk. 
The British Admiralty in a subsequent announcement 
denics the truth of the German statement, and adds that 
“the facts as originally given out are not altered by the 
German attempt to distort them in order to explain the 
precipitate flight of their ships before a numerically in- 
ferior British force.’ 

An apparently successful attempt by British warships’ 
and airplanes to bombard the German base: at Zee- 
brugge was made on the morning of May 12. The Brit- 
ish Admiralty in telling briefly of the attack state that 
over fifteen aerial combats occurred in which four enemy 
machines were destroyed and five others were driven 
down out of control. Two British machines failed to re- 
turn. One of these descended in Dutch territory and was 
interned. According to unofficial reports received at 
Rotterdam, Holland, the attack made at Zeebrugge was 
the most destructive yet carried out by British warships. 
Two submarine sheds were blown up, it is stated. Sixty- 
three persons were killed and upward of 100 others were 
taken to hospital. The official German report states-that 
only slight material damage was done, that there was no 
_ of life and that two British airplanes were shot 

own. 

Two more hospital ships have been torpedoed by Ger- 
man submarines since British airplanes made a raid on 
the town of Freiberg as a reprisal for previous sinkings 
of hospital ships, according to a statement made by An- 
drew Bonar Law, member of the British War Council, in 
the. House of Commons, May 10. 

According to an interview with a sailor of the Ger- 
man submarine U-58, published recently in the Telegraaf, 
of Amsterdam, Holland, the Germans have about 325 
submarines “in operation, and about 100 have been lost 
through British nets alone. When at sea the submarines 
assemble at a given point every morning and receive wire- 
less instructions. There are about thirty-nine U-boats 
of the newest type, each carrying a crew of fifty-six men, 
and this fleet is supplemented by a secondary squadron 
marked with a C. The first-class boats have a speed cal- 
culated as sufficient’ to overtake any cargo boat. Two- 
thirds of their crews are experienced and one-third 
novices. The boats carry a fortnight’s stores and have a 
maximum period of submergence of from eight to ten 
hours. Each is equipped with two periscopes and some- 
times descends to from thirty to fifty meters. 

British naval forces destroyed Zeppelin L-22 in the 
North Sea on May 14, according to an official statement 
issued by the Admiralty. A dispatch to the Star, of 
London, from the east coast said news was received early 
that morning that the L-22 was approaching the coast. 
A squadron of naval aircraft went in pursuit. The Zep- 
pelin was attacked by a battle plane which overhauled it 
and was seen to burst into flames. The destruction of the 
L-22 marks the fourth attempt at Zeppelin raids within 
the last year which has ended in disaster. Two of the 
mammoth airships were shot down during a raid on Lon- 
don on Sept. 23, 1916, and two months later two more 
Zeppelins were destroyed off the English coast. Qn 
March 17 French artillerymen shot down a Zeppelin be- 
_ the French lines while it was endeavoring to reach 

aris. 

An official statement issued in Paris on May 14 con- 
cerning the German submarine campaign says: “Statistics 
for the first three months of Germany’s unrestricted 
submarine campaign, as far as they concern the French 
merchant marine, show the following results: February, 
sunk, 4; attacked and escaped, 1; March, sunk, 5; at- 
tacked and escaped, 2; April, sunk, 8; attacked and es- 
caped, Armed merchantmen have in every case 
escaped from submarines. During this period French 
patrol boats have had twelve engagements with subma- 
rines; French hydro-airplanes have fought them thir- 
teen times, and there have been sixteen engagements be- 
tween armed merchantmen and submarines. The French 
passenger steamer Medjerda has been sunk by a subma- 
rine en route between Oran, Algeria, and Marseilles. The 
survivors were taken to different ports, but they have not 
been reported, in full. The Medjerda was a vessel of 
1,918 tons gross.” 


The official British summary of shipping for the 
week preceding May 16, as issued in London on that date, 
states: All nationalities—Arrivals, 2,568; sailings, 2,552. 
British vessels mined, submarined and sunk, over 1,600 
tons, including one previously, eighteen ; under 1,600 tons, 
five. British merchantmen unsuccessfully attacked, in- 
cluding five previously, nineteen. British fishing vessels 
sunk, three. The foregoing statement shows the losses 
for the week cut considerably more than half as regards 
the number of vessels sunk, last week’s report showing 
sixty-two vessels, as compared with twenty-six in the 
current statement. In large vessels the decrease was from 
twenty-four to eighteen. 
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“As on the naval side the United States is able to play 
a part in the war at once,” says the Army and Navy Ga- 
zette, of London, “a further measure has been taken to 
establish close co-operation with the Allies. To further 
this end she has sent to represent her Rear Admiral W. 
S. Sims, than whom no better choice could have been 
made. This is the first time he has come to Great Britain 
in an official capacity, but he has a personal acquaintance 
with the other Entente Powers, having served as naval 
attaché both in Paris and Petrograd. His abilities are 
so marked that they command the confidence of Mr. W:'- 
son as they commanded the confidence of a very different 
statesman—Mr. Roosevelt. Admiral Sims is, indeed, the 
very type of sailor to succeed in a war mission, because 
he not only possesses: the natural and acquired arts of 
the diplomatist, but a mind which is at once alert and 
ic. While some men go everywhere and learn noth- 
ing, he profits by observation and experience to add to his 
stores of knowledge.” - .

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 

Brig. Gen. Thomas F. Davis, U.S.A., who was retired 
for age on May 8, 1917, was born in New York May 
8, 1853, and was graduated from the U.S.M.A. in the 
class of 1875 and promoted in the Army second lieutenant 
15th Infantry. He served on frontier duty at various 
posts in the West, and among other duties was A.A.G. 
of Mexico column of the Ute expedition, and against 
the Apaches in Old Mexico, in 1879 and 1880.

Since that time he has been 
in the field on the Mexican border, and he leaves the 
active list with an excellent record of service. 

Col. William B. Gordon, U.S.A., who has been on 
duty at the U.S.M.A., as professor of Natural and Ex- 
perimental Philosophy. was retired for age on May 7, 
1917, and the active list loses an exceptionally capable 
officer. Colonel Gordon was born in Pennsylvania May 
7, 1853, and is a graduate of U.S.M.A., class of 1877, 
when he was promoted in Army second lieutenant, 4th 
Artillery. He was appointed first lieutenant of Ord- 
nance in 1881, captain in 1891, and professor in March, 
1901. Colonel Gordon’s first assignment after gradua- 
tion was at the Military Academy, where he served 
for a brief period as Assistant Instructor of Artillery 
Tactics. In December, 1887, he went on frontier duty 
at Fort Townsend, Wash., and he took part in’ the 
Bannock Campaign of 1878. After serving at posts in 
California, at Artillery School at Fort Monroe, and at 
several Arsenals, he was ordered to duty at the Mili- 
tary Academy as Assistant Professor of Natural and 
Experimental Philosophy in 1884. He subsequently 
served as principal Assistant Professor and was also 
assigned to duty as assistant at the Watervliet Ar- 
senal, New York, and was a member of the board on the 
Army Gun Factory. Among the other duties Colonel 
Gordon was Inspector of Ordnance at the West Point 
Iron Foundry, Cold Spring, and was assistant profes- 
sor of philosophy at the U.S.M.A. He was the inventor 
of the United States 12-inch monitor carriage, model 
of 1896, and is the author of “Sound and Light,” a 
text book used at the Military Academy. He was 
assigned permanently as professor at West Point in 
March, 1901. 

Col. George S. Young, Inf., U.S.A., who was retired 
from active service May 9, 1917, on account of dis- 
ability incident thereto, was born in Virginia May 17, 
1854, and was appointed in the Army as second lieu- 
tenant, 7th Infantry, Jan. 20, 1875. He was promoted 
first lieutenant March 31, 1882; captain, May 12, 1895; 
major, 18th Infantry, April 1, 1901; lieutenant colonel 
21st Infantry, Oct. 30, 1906, and colonel, March 3, 1911.

THIRTY-TWO NEW TRAINING CAMPS. 

Thirty-two divisional cantonment camps with provi- 
sion for 22,000 men at each camp have been planned 
by the War Department for the training of the new 
troops to be raised under the Emergency Army bill. 
Construction work will be undertaken as soon as com- 
manders of the military departments have designated 
the sites. Twelve of the camps will go to the new South- 


eastern Department, commanded by Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, making 264,000 troops assigned to that depart- 
ment. Six camps will be established in the Central 
Department, six in the Southern, three in the Western, 
four in the Eastern and one in the Northeastern De- 
partment. 

The plan, as outlined, is to build thirty-two towns 
complete with all necessary equipment and faeilities. 
There will be 2,000 buildings in each encampment. These 
will include quarters for officers and men, stables, kit- 
chens, mess halls, bath houses and storerooms in addi- 
tion to numerous structures for special purposes. ‘The 
majority of the buildings will be long, low one story 
structures. Each camp will cover a little more than a 
square mile of ground, not including the big tracts of 
land necessary for drilling and military operations dur- 
ing training. Modern plumbing and sanitary arrange- 
ments will be installed. The War Department expects 
the cantonments to be the most up to date barracks of 
this type erected for any army. 

New England’s quota of the new army will be trained 
at Ayer Junction, Mass., if the plan of Brig. Gen. 
Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., commanding the North- 
eastern Department, is followed. General Edwards has 
recommended the proposed camp to Washington. The 
Ayer site will accommodate about 35,000 men. 

Col. P. W. Littel, O.M. Corps, U.S.A., has been placed 
in charge of all cantonment construction, planned to 
house the Army of a million men. Construction work to 
be done under contract supervised by Army officers. 

It has been definitely decided that a training camp 
will be established for negroes from the “graduates,” 
of which will be taken tie officers to command the regi- 
ments which will be formed from the colored men regis- 
tered and selected under the provisions of the Emer- 
gency Army bill. The report that the grounds and build- 
ings of Howard University, Washington, D.C., had been 
selected as the site of this camp is premature, although 
it is admitted at the War Department that these facilities 
(offered by the university’s trustees), come nearest to 
filling the requirements. The training camp will be 
established as soon as the necessary officers to act as 
instructors, can be released from other duties. One plan 
is to assign to this camp the officers now detailed as 
instructors at the scores of educational institutions whose 
echolastic terms are coming to a close. A committee 
from Tuskegee Institute called upon the Secretery of 
War on May 16 and offered the Government all or any 
part of the extensive grounds of that institution. It was 





stated that the buildings available include nineteen mod- 
ern dormitories accommodating 2,000 persons, 3,100 acres 
for drill grounds and 250 horses which might be used 
in Cavalry or Field Artillery instruction.

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‘EMERGENCY ARMY BILL PASSES. 

By a vote of 65 to 8 the Senate on May 17 adopted the 
conference report on the Emergency Army bill, which 
the House had accepted on May 16. Most of the discus- 
sion in the Senate on the 17th was upon.the conference 
amendments which made the bill operative only during 
“the existing emergency,” instead of specifically limiting 
it to “the period of the present war.” The original Sen- 
ate measure had included the latter term and Senator 
Smith declared that the bill never would have passed the 
upper chamber if it had not been so limited. Senator 
Chamberlain insisted that the entire measure was limited 
to the present war by reason of the other language em- 
ployed. During the discussion the point was brought out 
that the Judge Advocate General’s Department had re- 
quested the use of the term “existing emergency” for ad- 
ministrative reasons. Another feature which came in 
for Senatorial inquisition was that empowering the Presi- 
dent to appoint officers below the rank of colonel without 
the consent of the Senate. The bill as it finally passed the 
Senate included the Harding and Good amendments re- 
ferred to below. It was noticeable that a little group of 
Senators led by Senator McKellar, of Tennessee, thought 
that they scented in the present phraseology of the bill 
an effort to fasten on the United States the practice of 
universal military service as a permanent policy. 

In response to a suggestion by Senator Jones. of Wash- 
ington, that the new selective draft army help harvest 
crops, Secretary Baker stated on May 17 that. it is not 
expected to call out the first 500,000 men before Sept. 1 
because of “the depleted state of our supplies” and that 
there will therefore be no “appreciable interference with 
the labor supply of the country until that date.” 

This action marked the end of a week during which the 
Army bill suffered several vicissitudes in the way of de 
lays and legislative changes of opinion. These began on 
May 12, when the House recommitted the conference re- 
port by a vote of 215 to 178, with instructions to the con- 
ferees to accept the Harding amendment, which would 
authorize the President to raise four Infantry divisions of 
volunteers and would make possible the Government’s ac- 
cepting ex-President Roosevelt’s offer to take troops to 
France. The action of the House came after two hours 
of bitter debate. Representative Anthony, of Kansas, 
made the motion at the opening of the session to recom- 
mit. He was joined in the fight by Representative Len- 
root, of Wisconsin; Cannon, of Illinois; Gardner, of 
Massachusetts; Stephens, of Mississippi, and a dozen 
other Republicans and Democrats. On the other side 
Chairman Dent, of the Military Affairs Committee; 
Representative Kahn, who fought for the selective 
draft in the House; Representative Sherley, of Ken- 
tucky, and Representative Quin, of Mississippi, were 
the principal opponents. The time allotted each side 
was one hour. On each side there were twelve to fif- 
teen speeches, which were short and spicy. The an- 
nouncement of the vote was greeted with wild cheering 
by the Roosevelt forces, who had contended as their 
principal argument that ex-President Roosevelt would put 
inspiration into the Allied and American troops with his 
personality. Voting to recommit were 166 Republicans, 
45 Democrats, one Independent, two Progressives and 
one Prohibitionist; against it, 148 Democrats and 30 
Republicans. 

After a final amendment of the bill on May 16 in the 
House, through a motion by Mr. Good to further enlarge 
the increase in enlisted pay for the term of the emergency 
(the full text of this amendment is given-in Section 10 of 
the bill elsewhere in this issue) the House accepted the | 
final conference report without a roll call. The amend- 
ment was passed by a vote of 199 to 178 over Mr. Dent’s 
exclamation, “For God’s sake let us have a law before the 
House does another somersault.” In pressing his amend- 
ment Mr. Good said: “Are we, the representatives of the 
people, to say that the boy in the trenches is going to make 
all the sacrifices and supply all the patriotism, and that 
the man way back out of danger is going to‘receive all the 
pay? I want the boy to do his part, but I want to pay him 
a living wage. It will be a sad commentary on democracy 
if we send our boys to the trenches to fight along with 
the Canadians who get $33 a month, or with the Aus 
tralians, who get $35 a month.” 

The Senate spent its entire time on the same day in a 
general attack on the Council of National Defense and 
on the Administration for not taking the Congress into 
its confidence as to its war plans.

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EXPANSION OF THE REGULAR ARMY. 
Since the first official announcements were made on 
May 14 and 15 regarding the expansion of the Regular 
Army to the full strength authorized by the National 
Defense Act, as described in full on pages 1222 and 1223 
of this issue, several additional facts have been learned 





concerning these plans and some discrepancies inthe, 


earlier reports have been corrected. It will be noted 
that in the statements as to the increase of the Corps 
of Engineers, on page 1223, there is mention of “two 
mounted companies of engineers now in existence,” 
which were to be reorganized into two mounted bat- 
talions. There is only one mounted company of En- 
gineers and it is from this that the two new battalions 
will be formed. 

The new 6th Engineers will be formed at Washington 
Barracks, instead of at Fort. Wadsworth, and the 7th 
Engineers at Fort Leavenworth, instead of Fort Sheri- 
dan. While a complete list of the commanding officers 
of the Engineer regiments has not been compiled, the 
following assignments are regarded as most probable: 
1st Regiment, Col. M. M. Patrick; 2d, Col. George A. 
Zinn; 3d, Col. Thomas H. Rees; 4th (new)—Col. Ed- 
ward Burr; 5th (new)—Col. William J. Barden; 6th 
and 7th (new), undetermined. 

Nineteen general ofiicers for the Army will soon be 
named to increase the grades of major general and 
brigadier general up to the proper strength demanded 
by the enlarged Army. Eighteen of these, (three major 
generals and fifteen brigadier generals) will result from 
the addition of the four increments, as described in 
another column, and the other promotion is to fill the 
vacancy caused by the retirement of Brig. Gen. ‘Thomas 
F. Davis (Inf.), U.S.A., on May 8. Col. Chase W. 
Kennedy, Inf, U.S.A., now detailed to the General Staff, 
in all probability will.be named vice Davis. Colonel 
Kennedy in the lineal list for April 20, stood No. 21 
among the list of colonels, and reached his present grade 
Jan. 11, 1914. The remaining general officers will be 
divided among the arms as follows: Infantry, nine; 
Cavalry, three; Field Artillery, three; Coast Artillery, 
two; Engineers, one. 

When the expansion is complete the Regular Army 
will include seven full divisions:—four Infantry and 
two Cavalry within Continental United States; one divi- 
sion in the Philippines; and the additional troops in 
the Canal Zone and Hawaii. Orders for the expan- 
sion of the other arms, such as the Signal Corps, Coast 
Artillery and Hospital Corps, may be expected soon. 
Later will come the addition of regiments of Heavy 
Artillery—attached to no divisional organization but 
under the orders of corps commanders. At least four 
regiments of this type are to be formed. The Q.M.C. 
already has taken steps to construct the necessary quar- 
ters at the organization points. The movement of troops 
from the Southern Department was ordered on May 15. 

NO CAVALRY DIVISIONS TO BE FORMED. 


It is learned that the present plans of the War De- 
partment do not contemplate any Cavalry divisions or- 
ganized strictly as such in either the first quota of the 
new National Army or in the National Guard when 
that arm is called into Federal Service. The composi- 
tion of the first 500,000 civilians to be trained will re- 
main as given in our issue of May 5 (page 1161), but 
the Cavalry Divisions will not be mountéd. The tacti- 
eal formation will be maintained according to the Tables 
of Organization, but it is the purpose of the War De- 
partment to use these units exactly as Infantry or, should 
the occasion arise, to supplement the Field Artillery 
units. 

General Mann, Chief of the Militia Bureau, notified 
the states’ Adjutants General during the past week, that 
no Cavalry divisions would be raised in connection with 
the expansion of the National Guard, but this notifica- 
tion was corrected later in the week to conform with 
the revised plans as given above. Explanation of this 
action is easily found. ‘The small and relatively unim- 
portant usage of Cavalry on the western front has in- 
dicated to our experts that the mounted forces already 
in France are ample for the time being. All prepara- 
tions will be made to thoroughly equip the new Cavalry 
units with mounts should other service (on the Mexican 
border, for instance) be found for them. 

With regard to apparent omission in the earlier an- 
mouncement of new Cavalry regiments to be numbered 
18th; 19th and 20th, it was later announced that these 
are to be raised “from an organization already in the 
Pastern Department,” and which therefore will not have 
to be transferred. For this reason they were omitted 
from the earlier orders directing transfer of existing 
units to mobilization points. It is now announced that 
the new 18th and 19th Cavalry will be formed at Fort 
Bthan Allen, Vt., from the 2d Cavalry. Announcement 
as to the 20th has not yet been received. 

NO CHANGES IN UNIFORM OR ORGANIZATION. 


There is to be no adoption by the Army of the British 
style of uniform coat with soft rell collar, bellows pocket 
and flaring skirts. The Secretary of War declined to 
‘endorse favorably the recommendation that’ such changes 
be made, and, moreover, notified all bureau’ chiefs that 
he Will give no considération to “proposed changes in 


organization, equipment, uniform, or anything which is 
not of vital importance in preparation for, or in the 
conduct of, the present war.” Mr. Baker based his stand 
upon the necessity for concentrating every effort at this 
time upon matters of vital importance and was frank in 
his opinion that a change in the style of uniform coat did 
not come under this classification. Secretary Baker has 
evidently taken into consideration the difficulties of a 
change at the present time, such as those noted in our 
article on the subject on page 1221. 

The same decision against change can be quoted in ref- 
erence to the report that in organizing the new National 
Army the General Staff will be influenced by the organiza- 
tion units in any of our Allies’ armies. It was suggested, 
for instance, that companies sent to the French front 
should conform with the French company organization of 
230 men, so that their arrival would not tend to disrupt 
the layout of the trenches—now planned to accommodate 
the French units. Dugouts and shelters are arranged on 
the French company basis, it was said, and any attempt 
to divide our forces among such shelters would result in 
a confusing split of units. The answer to this, as given 
in a suggestion front a General Staff officer, is simply: 
“Would it not be easier to re-arrange the trenches and 
shelters than to rip out our structural form of organiza- 
tion?” 
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NAVY RECRUITING. 

The Navy Department announced on May 16 that the 
enlisted strength of the Navy had reached the 100,000- 
mark on that date, with the enlistment of Richard F. 
Cannon at the Navy Recruting Statien, Jackson, Miss. 
The bill authorizing an increase in the Navy to 150,000 
has passed both the House and Senate but is being held 
up by certain minor differences which must be settled 
in conference. There is no doubt that the increase will 
be authorized and the work of recruiting will not be 
allowed to slacken in the meantime. Under existing 
legislation the absolute total permitted (including ap- 
prentice seamen, Hospital Corps and other auxiliaries) 
is 100,657. This was reached on May 17. - The fol- 
lowing table shows the progress of recruiting: 


March 25.—The day President Wilson signed the order 
providing for increasing the enlisted strength to 87,000, 
the total enlisted strength of the Navy was 61,381. 

April 2.—The day the President delivered his war 
message to Congress—63,140. 

Aprii 6.—The day war was declared and Secretary 
Daniels issued the order for the mobilization of the 
Navy—64,680. , 

April 25.—End of the first month's recruiting—81,269. 

May 7.—End of the first month of the war—92,352. 

May 16.—The 100,000-mark passed. 
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When the National Defense Act became a law last 
June the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL expressed the opin- 
ion that it was the best military law the country ever 
had, barring its National Guard and General Staff fea- 
tures. Secretary Baker’s very astute and liberal inter- 
pretation of the meaning of the General Staff provisions 
of the law completely negatived the reported purposes of 
the enemies of the General Staff in and out of Congress 
to weaken the effect of that Army body, so that the only 
weak features left in the act was the section devoted. to 
the National Guard. How valuable the National De- 
fense Act is to the United States is shown in the pres- 
ent situation, when the War Department is enabled, 
under the provisions of the bill, to go ahead with its work 
of enlarging the "Army despite the difficulties attendant 
on the passage,ef the Emergency Aémy bill. The civilian 
press of the country never could say too much against 
the “Hay bill” as it preferred to call the act; yet at the 
present time the War Department would have been 
utterly unable to make any progress without this mili- 
tary law. 
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The first nominations are coming in for the increase 
of 531 midshipmen at the U.S. Naval Academy. Con- 
gress passed an act on April 25 providing an additional 
appointment for each Senator, Representative, and Dele- 
gate, and the candidates will soon be designated for the 
examinations, which are to be held at Civil Service ex- 
amination points throughout the country on June 27. 
There are now in the Academy 940 midshipmen. The 
183 in the class graduated on March 29 would, in the 
ordinary course, be commissioned as ensigns July 1. 
They are now in the Service and a bill has passed the 
House and Senate and is now in conference to commis- 
sion them as ensigns at once. Another class of 202 will 
be graduated early in September. 
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In addition to the long lists of names of officers re- 
cently ¢ommissioned in the Officers’ Reserve Corps, that 
have been published in these columns, there are about 
600 candidates to be passed upon in the office of The 
Adjutant General. ‘These men have ali successfully 
passed the examinations and, if favorably recommended, 
will be commissioned without reference to attendance at 
the officers’ training camps now in session.

There has been considerable discussion and agitation 
in military circles recently with regard to Single List 
Promotion. In order to allay the agitation thereby 
aroused, it is stated authoritatively at the War De- 
partment that for the present the matter is not under 
consideration, and that if it is revived in the future it 
will net be dizeussed im the form heretofore presented. 











TO CALL ENTIRE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Orders providing for the call into Federal service of 
the entire National Guard have been prepared, and are 
now before the Secretary of War, who will affix his 
signature as soon as the President has had an opportunity 
to sign the Emergency Army bill. While efforts will be 
made to recruit to war strength the additional units to 
be called out, the mobilization orders will not be delayed 
until this has been: accomplished. ‘The Guard will be 
called at its present strength and sent to mobilization 
camps to be whipped into shape. It is expected that a 
Presidential proclamation will be issued authorizing a 
quota of 800 men from each Senatorial and Congres- 
sional district, as provided in the National Defense Act 
which, as explained in a memorandum sent to States 
Adjutants General from the Militia Bureau on May 5, is 
to be regarded as “a minimum peace limit.” The re- 
mainder of the National Guard as now organized will 
be called into service in three increments, as follows: 

July 15, 1917:—New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, West 
Virginia, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Nebraska. 

July 25:—Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New Jersey, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, District of Columbia, Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Illinois, Montana, 
Wyoming, Idaho, Washington, Oregon. 

Aug. 5:—Indiana, Kentucky, Georgia, Florida, Miss- 
issippi, Arkansas, Louisiana, Oklahoma, Texas, Missouri, 
Kansas, Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, California. 

After a short stay at local armories to permit the re- 
ceipt and distribution of essential equipment, the Guard 
will be sent to “Divisional Cantonment Camps.” These 
will be the same that, as soon as the National Guard 
has been trained and withdrawn, will house the troops 
composing the new National Army. These camps will be 
established as follows : 

Northeastern Department, one; Eastern Department, 
four; Southeastern Department, twelve; Central Depart- 
ment, six; Southern Department, six; Western Depart- 
ment, three. 

The exact localities have not yet been selected. This 
matter is in the hands of the Department commanders, 
who are expected to report shortly. . 

If the Guard is expanded to the “minimum _ peace” 
limit set forth in General Mann’s memorandum (800-per- 
district), an organizational plan calling for sixteen In- 
fantry and two Cavalry divisions has been prepared. The 
Cavalry divisions, it appears, will be organized as such, 
but will be used dismounted. A table showing this or- 
ganization has been forwarded to the various states’ ad- 
jutants. Designations begin with the “Sth Division,” the 
first four being composed of Regular troops. Following 
is a summary of the new table showing the proposed dis- 
tribution by states with the peace strength quota for 
each state: 

5th Division :—Maine, 4,200; New Hampshire, 3,200; 
Massachusetts, 12,600; Connecticut, 4,900; Rhode Island, 
3,500; Vermont, 3,500. 

6th Division:—New York, 31,500. 

7th Division :—Pennsylvania, 29,400. 

8th Division:—New Jersey, 9,800; Delaware, 2,400; 
Maryland, 5,700; District of Columbia, 2,465; Virginia, 

9th Division :—North Carolina, 9,150; South Carolina, 
6,700 ; Tennessee, 9,600. 

10th Division:—Alabama, 9,600; Georgia, 11,200; 
Florida, 4,100. 

11th Division :—Michigan, 11,000; Wisconsin, 10,400, 

12th Division :—Illinois, 20,000. 

13th Division:—Minnesota, 8,400; North Dakota, 
4,000; South Dakota, 4,000; Iowa, 10,400. (One regi- 
ment of Field Artillery and two regiments of Infantry 
from 13th Division would be assigned to fill out the 
20th Division.) : 

14th Division :—Kansas, 8,000; Missouri, 14,100. 

15th Division :—Texas, 15,500; Oklahoma, 8,000. (One 
regiment of Infantry from Texas would be assigned te 
the 19th.) 

16th Division :—Ohio, 16,800; West Virginia, 6,400. 

17th Division :—Kentucky, 10,400; Indiana, 12,000. 

18th Division :—Arkansas, 7,200; Mississippi, 8,000; 
Louisiana, 7,3 

19th Division :—California, 9,100; Utah, 3,200; Ari- 
zona, 2,400; Colorado, 4,800; New Mexico, 2,400; Ne- 
vada, 2,400. 

20th Division :—Washington, 4,900; Oregon, 3,500; 
Montana, 3,200; Idaho, 3,200; Wyoming, 2,400. (One 
regiment Field Artillery and two of Infantry from 13th 
Division to fill out 20th.) 

In addition Hawaii would be called upon to supply 4 
companies of Coast Artillery, 1 regiment and 4 separate 
battalions of Infantry, 1 troop of Cavalry, 1 company of 
Engineérs and a battalion of Signal troops. 

Under the above plan 24,700 men would be reserved for 
the Naval Militia and the total. of 402,965 -men in the 
National Guard would be organized into: 144 regiments 
of Infantry; 16 regiments of Cavalry; 48 regiments of 
Field Artillery; 16 regiments of Engineers; 16 field bat- 
talions of S‘gnal Corps troops; 15 aero squadrons, and the 
necessary sanitary and supply trains. Supplementing 
the mobile forces would be 212 units of Coast Artillery 
and one extra battalion of Infantry designated as “Coast 
Artillery Supports.” 


MILITIA BUREAU MEMORANDUM ON CALL TO GUARD. 


The memorandum issued by Brig. Gen. William A, 
Mann as Chief of the Militia Bureau to the States’ Adju- 
tants General is also addressed to all inspector-instructors 
and officers in charge of Militia Affairs, department head- 
quarters, as we noted last week, page 1192, it cites the 
provision of the Defense Act for National Guard _organ- 
izations to the extent of 800 men, including Naval Militia, 

r Senator and Representative, as a minimum peace 
Emit, and states that recognition of new units will be ex- 
tended with a view toward bringing the members thereof 
into Federal service when they shall have been sufficiently 
equipped ; the states are not called upon by the War De- 
partment to organize these new units. The expense of 
recruiting and organizing would be a heavy burden for 
some States; the selection of officers is a matter which 
should be treated with care and discrimination. 

“In the present. emergency,” the memorandum ¢on- 
tinues, “the War Department does not desire to press 
the undertaking of these burdens upon the states, and 
believes that troops can be organized as purely Federal 
forces more expeditiously and with greater efficiency.” 
The law calls upon. the states to organize the required 
troops by gradual process giving them until 1921; and

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EMERGENCY ARMY BILL. 

The text.of the Emergency Army bill as it.now goes to 
the President, to ‘become a law if it receives his signa- 
ture, is printed below. The only changes that have 
been made since the conference report of May 10 are 
the restoration of paragraph seven, Section 1, author- 
izing a volunteer division. and a further increase in the 
pay of enlisted men, in Section 10.

COMPOSITION OF THE ARMY, 


Be it enacted, etc., That in view of the existing emergency, 
which demands the raising of troops in addition to those now 
available, the President be, and he is hereby, suthorized— 

First. Immediately to raise, organize, officer and equip all 
er such number of increments of Regular Army provided by 
National Defense Act approved June 3, 1916, or such parts 
thereof as he may deem necessary; to raise all organizations of 
Regular Army, including those added by .such increments, to 
maximum enlisted strength authorized by law. Vacancies in 
Regular Army created or caused by addition of increments as 
herein authorized which cannot be filled by promotion may be

AGAINST LIQUOR AND DISORDERLY RESORTS,

officers and enlisted men of Army as he may from time to time 
deem necessary or advisable: Provided, That no person, cor- 
poration, partnership or association shall sell, supply or have 
in his or its possession any intoxicating or spirituous liquors 
at any military station, cantonment, camp, fort, post, officers’ 
or enlisted men’s club, which is being used at time for military 

urposes under this act, but Secretary of War may make regu- 
ations permitting sale and use of intoxicating liquors for 
medicinal purposes. It shall be unlawful to sell any intoxicat 
ing liquor, including beer, ale or wine, to any officer or mem- 
ber of military forces while in uniform, except as herein‘ pro- 
vided.

THE WAR DEFICIENCY BILL. 


Reported in the Senate on May 15, the bill H.R. 3971, 
to supply deficiencies in appropriations for military and 
naval establishments on account of war expenses, car- 
ries $3,390,946,381, as against the House vote of $2,827,- 
553,781. Of the $563,392,000 added by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, $460,000 was required because 
of the increased cost of constructing submarines. It 
was found that $10,000 additional was required for each 
of fortgesix submarines, which are to be constructed at 
once. ed 

For the new American merchant fleet the Senate bill 
directs the immediate appropriation of $400,000,000 and 
authorizes $350,000,000 more for use later as an “emer- 
Zency shipping fund.” 

The bill authorizes the Government to commandeer 
shipyards, factories, and to take over existing ship- 
building contracts of private individuals or foreign Gov- 
ernments. Construction facilities taken over are to be 
paid for at a reasonable price. The refusal of persons 
to deliver requisitioned factories or establishments would 
be penalized. The principal commandeering section 
reads: 

“The President is authorized to requisition and take 
over for use of operation by the United States any fac- 
tory or any part thereof without taking possession of 
the entire factory, whether the United States has or has 
not any contract or agreement with the owner or oc- 
eupier of such factory.” : is 

Another section, to carry out the shipbuilding pro- 
gram, provides for compulsory contracts at a reason- 
able price, adding: : 

“If any person owning, leasing or operating any fac- 
tory * * * shall refuse or fail to give to the United 
States such preference in the execution of such order 
* * * the President may take immediate possession 
of any factory or any part without taking possession 
of the entire factory and may use the same * * * 
in such manner as he may consider necessary and ex- 
pedient.” 

The House voted $39,549,700 for machine guns. The 
Senate Committee increased this to $65,900,000. Other 

rovisions in the measure are: For Army conscription, 
2,658,000 ; Army subsistence, $50,926,000; Army trans- 
ortation, $61,960,000; Panama Canal fortifications, 
1,786,000; schools for naval recruits, $2,500,000; naval 
ordnance stores, $2,000,000 ; navy reserve ordnance, $190,- 
000,000; Hampton Roads naval base, $3,000,000; naval 
hospital construction, $3,500,000, and construction and 
repair of naval. vessels, $3,000,000; Eastern Marine 
Corps posts, $2,500,000. ; 

Reductions of $79,000,000 were made in the House 
bill, mostly for Army ordnance and fortifications, and 
000,000 for manufacture of smokeless powder for the 

avy. 

The bill was taken up for consideration in the Senate 
on May 16, and action on the measure is now proceeding. 
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TEMPORARY INCREASE OF NAVY. * 


The Senate on May 15 passed the bill H.R. 3330, to 
temporarily increase the personnel of Navy and Marine 
Corps. On page 1199, May 12, we printed the bill as 
passed by the House. The Senate amended Sections 3, 
4, 6, 11 and 15 and added to the measure Sections 16 to 
21. 

Section 17 prevents junior medical officers from super- 
seding senior medical officers on account of the provisions 
contained in the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, providing that 
medical officers should be promoted with their “running 
mates” in the line. Prior to 1913 priority among officers 
existed according to length of service. In 1913 the law 
was changed and priority was created by date of com- 


mission. On account of this change some senior medical 
officers would be superseded by junior medical officers on 
account of their promotions being controlled by their 
“running mates” in the line. This provision only affects 
the Medical Corps. : 

Section 18 is added as an amendment for the following 
reasons: By the Act of March 3, 1915, commanders of 
the Atlantic Fleet, of the Pacific Fleet, and of the Asi- 
atic Fleet, were, while serving as such, given the title 
and rank of admiral, and the second in command of these 
respective fleets were given the rank and title of vice ad- 
miral. By the provisions of the Act of March 3, 1915, 
the officers were limited to those in command and second 
in command of these respective fleets. The amendment 
contained in Section 18 does not create any new office 
of admiral or vice admiral, but continues these offices as 
provided in the act above referred to, but repeals the pro- 
vision requiring them to be located geographically with 
the Atlantic, Pacific and Asiatic Fleets. The geographical 
designation of the admirals with the fleets is abolished. If 
the amendment is adopted there will be three admirals 
while in command of fleets and three vice admirals, re- 
gardless of any specific fleet. It is thought that this is 
very important, and especially during the present war. 

We print the amended sections and the new sections, 
‘which will now be considered in conference:

Sec. 11. That the appointment of thirty marine gunners, 
thirty quartermaster’s clerks and nine clerks to assistant pay- 
masters, additional to the number now prescribed by law, is 
hereby authorized, such appointments to be made in the man- 
ner now provided by law. 

Sec. 12. That the temporary appointments and promotions 
herein authorized shall be made by the President, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate.

Sec. 15. That commencing June 1, 1917, and continuing 
until the termination of the war, all enlisted men of the 
Navy of the United States in active servi whose base pay 
does not exceed $21 per month shall receive an increase of 
$10 per month; those whose base pay is over $21 and does 
not exceed $24 per month, an increase of $8 per month; those 
whose base pay is over $24 and less than $45 per month, an 
increase of $6 per month; and those whose base pay is $45 
or more per month, an increase of $5 per month: Provided, 
That the increases of pay herein authorized shall not enter into 
the computation of continuous-service pay: Provided, That dur-

The President is authorized, in national emergency, 
to transfer to service and jurisdiction of War Department, or 
of Navy Department, vessels, equipment, stations and person- 
nel of Coast and Geodetic Survey, vessels, equipment, stations 
and personnel to be returned to Coast and Geodetic Survey when 
national emergency ceases, in opinion of President. Any of 
personnel of C. and G.S. who may be transferred as herein 
provided shall, while under jurisdiction of War Department or 
Navy Department, have proper military status and shall be 
subject to laws, regulations and orders for government of Army 
or Navy, as case may be, in so far as same may be applicable 
to persons whose retention permanently in military service of 
U.8. is not contemplated by law. The President is authorized 
to appoint, by and with advice and consent of Senate, field 
officers of C. and G.S., now officially designated assistants and 
aids, as follows: Assistants now receiving salary of $2,000 or 
more per annum shall be appointed hydrographic and geodetic 
engineers; assistants receiving $1,200 or greater but less than 
$2,000, shall be appointed junior hydrographic and geodetic 
engineers; aids shall be appointed aids; appointments as aid 
and promotions to be after examination, except that the Presi- 
dent is authorized to nominate for confirmation assistants and 
aids in service on date of passage of this act. Nothing in this 
act shall reduce total amount of pay and allowances they were 
receiving at time of transfer. While actually employed in ac- 
tive service under direct orders of War Department or of 
Navy Department members of Coast and Geodetic Survey shall 
receive benefit of ‘all provisions of laws relating to disability 
incurred in line of duty or loss of life. 

When serving with Army or Navy relative rank shall be 
as follows: Hydrographic and geodetic engineers receiving 
$4,000 or more shall rank with and after colonels in Army and 
captains in Navy; receiving $3,000 or more but less than 
$4,000 shall rank with and after lieutenant colonels in Army 
and commanders in Navy; receiving $2,500 or more but less 
than $3,000 shall rank with and after maiors in Army and 
lieutenant commanders in Navy; receiving $2,000 or more but 
less than $2.500 shall rank with and after captains in the 
Army and lieutenants in the Navy. Junior hydrographic and 
geodetic engineers shall rank with and after first lieutenants in 
Army and lieutenants (junior grade) in Navy; aids shajl rank 
with and after second lieutenants in Army and ensigns in Navy, 
and nothing in this act shall be construed to affect or alter 
their rates of pay and allowances when not assigned to military 
duty as hereinbefore mentioned. 

The Secretary of War, Secretary of Navy and Secretary of 
Commerce shall jointly prescribe regulations governing duties 
to be performed by Coast and Geodetic Survey in time of 
war, and for co-operation of that service with War and Navy 
‘Departments in time of peace in preparation for its duties in 
war, which regulations shall not effective unless approved 
by each of said Secretaries, and included therein may be rules 
and regulations for making reports and communications be- 
tween officers or bureaus of War and Navy Departments and 
Coast and Geodetic Survey. 


Sec. 17. That nothing contained in the Act of Aug. 29,

That the provisions in the act pe March 3, 1915, for 
designation of commanders in chief of certain fleets with rank 
of admiral and for designation of officers second in command 
of such fleets with rank of vice admiral is hereby repealed. 


Sec. 19.-That Sec. 44 of the act to codify, revise and amend 
the penal laws of United States, as amended March 4, 1917, is 
hereby amended by adding the following to said section: ‘‘Pro- 
vided, That offenses hereunder committed within Canal Zone 
or within any defensive sea areas which President is author- 
ized to establish by said section shall be cognizable in District 
Court of Canal Zone, and jurisdiction is hereby conferred upon 
said court to hear and determine such cases arising under 
said section and to impose the penalties therein provided for 
violation of any of provisions of said section.”

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ARMY ITEMS. 


Major Gen. Hunter Liggett, U.S.A., arrived at San 
Francisco on May 4 from the Philippines and assumed 
command of the Western Department of the U.S. Army, 
relieving Brig. Gen. William L. Sibert, U.S.A., who has 
been acting commander since Major Gen. J. Franklin 
Bell left to take command of the Eastern Department. 


Brig. Gen. Clarence P. Townsley, U.S.A., who has 
been on duty at Charleston, S.C., will sail from San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., for Manila on an early transport to assume 
command of the coast defenses of Manila and Subic Bays, 


For the purpose of purchasing text-books for non-com 
missioned officers’ schools, an allotment of funds from the 
appropriation “Contingencies of the Army, 1917,” is 
contemplated to be made for the remainder of the current 
fiscal year, to commanders of territorial departments in 
proportion to the number of organizations of the line of 
the Army serving in each department, as follows: For 
each troop, battery and company, including the head- 
quarters and machine gun troops and companies of the 
new regiments and for each new Coast Artillery com- 
pany, and the company of mounted Engineers, organized 
by the addition of the first increment under the National 
Defense Act, $20; for each supply company of the new 
regiments, $10; for each troop, battery and company of 
the old regiments, and for each old company of the Coast 
Artillery Corps and Corps of Engineers, $5. The selee- 
tion of the text-books will be made by the coffimanding 
officer of the troop, battery or company concerned, sub- 
ject to the approval of the regimental or post commander. 

Major Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., command- 
ing the Northeastern Department, announced that sol- 
diers who deserted from the Army prior to the declara- 
tion of war and who surrender with a desire to enlist will 
be shown every leniency, and if no civil crime was in- 
volved in the desertion, they would be tried by a special 
court without power to adjudge dishonorable discharge. 
“The local commanders who convene such courts will be 
advised to extend clemency in every case where the soldier 
has shown by his conduct a sincere desire to make amends 
for the past,” he said. 


Lieut. Col. Paul F. Wolf, Inf., U.S.A., in command of 
the Reserve officers’ training camp at Plattsburg, N.Y., 
is a most thorough officer, and one who can be relied 
upon to get all that is best out of a man. While a strict 
disciplinarian he is not a martinet, but every man in his 
command must do his part. Colonel Wolf is i 
just the right officer as commander for the camp. He is 
a graduate of the Military Academy of the class of 1890. 
His first assignment was to the 3d Infantry. He also 
served, after later promotions, with the 4th and 24th In- 
fantry. He is a graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry. 
School of 1897. Colonel Wolf saw his first Army service 
on the frontier in South Dakota in 1890-91. Other 
duties included service in the Cuban campaign in 1898, 
where he was Q.M. and commissary of the 2d Brigade, 
2d _ Division. e had several tours of service in the 
Philippines, first leaving for the islands early in 1899. 
He also served as executive officer at the U.S. Military 
Prison, Fort Leavenworth, and on the Mexican border. 
He is a crack rifle shot and has served as a member of 
several winning U.S. Infantry teams. 

Men from the New England railroads are to form the 
companies of the Fourth Reserve Regiment of Engi- 
neers, one of the nine railroad operating regiments 
authorized for immediate service in France. Major 
W. P. Wooten, U.S.A., who is in Boston for the purpose 
of organizing the regiment, plans to form Companies 
A and B with men from the Boston and Maine. Com- 
pany C will be made up of men from the Maine Central, 
Company D by the Boston and Albany, and Company BD 
and F by the New York, New Haven and Hartford. 
The officers to raise each company will be announced 
within a few days. The commissioned officers will be 
selected from the roads furnishing the companies. 

Lieut. Col. James B. Cavanaugh, U.S.A., designated by 
the War Department to organize and command the Sth 
Regiment of Reserve Engineers, expects to have his com- 
mand ready for service in France within two months. 
Half of. the force he expects to recruit in the Northwest 
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and the remainder in California and the Southwest. Colo- 
nel Cavanaugh said on May 14 in San Francisco that 
railroads and contracting firms were giving him the pick 
of experienced construetion men. 

Honoring the late Major Gen. Frederick Funston’s 
memory, the citizens’ training camp at Leon Springs, 
Texas, will be known as Camp Funston. 

Col. Samuel Reber, Signal Corps, U.S.A., was ordered 
to Lowell, Mass., early this week in connection with the 
investigation of a signaling device. 

The Ord: ance Department of the Army is making every 
effort possible to repair all models of 1903 rifles which 
are now on hand, or which may hereafter be turned in to 
ordnance establishments, which require overhauling and 
repairing. Instructions have been given the various de- 
partment commanders to have all troops and supply offi- 
cers in the continental United States turn in to the near- 
est arsenal for shipment to the Springfield Armory or the

while the states are not now requested to immediately 
organize the units, the conditions under which they may 
be organized and may be extended Federal recognition, 
are published in the memorandum for the information of 
all concerned. 

Considerable time must elapse between the recogni- 
tion of a new unit and its equipment for entry into Fed- 
eral service. The men can not be clothed, rationed and 
sheltered at Federal expense until they enter the Federal 
service. The following will be the conditions under which 
new National Guard organizations may receive Federal 
recognition : 

(a) The new organizations must be apportioned to the state 
by authority of the President. (Sec. 60, Act of June 3, 1916.) 

(b) A state’s organizations existing as Organized Militia 
or National Guard on April 6, 1916, or recognized as such 
Since that date must first be raised to full war strength. 
(infantry company, 150; Cavalry troop, 105; Field Artillery 
battery, 190, etc.) 

(c) Suitable armories and facilities for the care of equip- 
ment must be provided for all new organizations. 

(d) The members of new organizations shall be so located 
that the necessary dri and instruction may be had. 

(e) There must be some prospect of permanency of or- 
ganization. 

(f) The war strength required for units of the Regular 
Army (Infantry company, 150; Cavalry troop, 105; Field Ar- 
tillery battery, 190, etc.) will be required for Federal recog- 
Bition. 

{g) Before receiving Federal recognition officers will be re- 
quired to pass such portion of the examination prescribed in 
Circular 13, Militia Bureau, 1916, as may be deemed expedient, 
which portion will in general include an inquiry into the can- 
didate’s antecedents, morals and character, educational oppor- 
tunities and qualifications, business and professional experi- 
ence, conduct, efficiency and soldierly habits while a ‘member 
of the Regular, Militia or Volunteer forces, and his probable 
efficiency and aptitude for the Service. (Paragraph 10, Cir- 
cular 31, Militia Bureau, 1916.) The elementary and pro- 
fessional examination will be completed when practicable. At- 
tention is directed to the qualifications for officers prescribed 
in paragraphs 2 and 14, Circular 31, Militia Bureau, 1916, 
which must be strictly complied with. 

(h) An inspection by a Regular Army officer will be re- 
quired prior to a Federal recognition. When a state is ready 
to have an organization inspected, report will be made to the 
Militia Bureau, and arrangements will be made by the War 
Department, through the department commander, for the ‘in- 
spection. The inspector will verify the numbers and see that 
all the men presented have been :properly examined physically 
@nd properly enlisted, and that their general appearance is 
satisfactory. He will conduct such portion of the prescribed 
examination for officers as may be required. He will base his 
Tecommendation as to recognition upon compliance by the 
organization with the conditions set forth above. Upon com- 
Pletion of the inspection he will mail his report and recom- 
mendations to the Militia Bureau. 

The state authorities should make requisition for arms, 
equipment and clothing for new organizations, which 
will be furnished as promptly as possible in view of the 
present extraordinary demands upon the Government. 
“Federal recognition as National Guard” is entirely 
separate and apart ffom a “call or draft into Federal 
service”; the latter may be expected to follow the former 
when a new organization is ready to move to mobiliza- 
tion camp and begin effective training. No definite an- 
nouncement can be made of the exact time that will elapse 
between recognition ‘and call into service. 

The National Guard may be “called” into the service 
of the United States im its capacity as Militia for the 
usual eonstitutional p te suppress insurrection, 
repel invasion and execute the laws of the Union. Mem- 
bers of the National Guard may be “drafted” into the 
military Service of the United States under Section 111, 
Act of June 3, 1916, for any purpose requiring the use of 
troops in exeess of those of the Regular Army. To sum- 
amarize, the memorandum concludes, the duties to ‘be 
performed by state and Federal authorities incident ‘to 
the organization of new National Guard units, and ‘the 
induction of such units into Federal service, will consist 
of the following: 

(a) Selecting localities for various units, designating home 
rendezvous, enlisting the men, appointing the officers, securing 
armories and storage facilities (state). 

(b) Arranging for imspection by Regular Army officers 
(state and Federal). 

(c) Extension of Federal recognition (or rejection of or- 
ganization), as National Guard (Federal). 

(d) Providing of equipment for sheltering, subsisting and 
— Tied of organizations at mobilization camp (state and Fed- 
era!). 

(e) Call or draft into Federal service (Federal). 

(f) Induction into Federal service in accordance with the 
Mobilization Regulations (Special Regulations No. 55). (Fed- 
eral; state to co-operate.) 





SEEKS POWER TO COMMANDEER SHIPS. 

The Assistant Secretary of the Navy, Hon. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, in a recent letter to the chairman of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs of the House urged upon the 
consideration of that body the immediate need of- ships 
for the coast defense fleet. Speaking for the Navy 
Department, Mr. Roosevelt suggested that legislation 
be enacted as soon as possible to give the Department 
the power to commandeer such bottoms as may be re- 
quired, upon payment of a reasonable price to the own- 
ers. A number of the finest yachts in the country have 
been tendered to the Government by the owners for 
use during the war, most of them on a very liberal lease 
basis but many absolutely gratis. Scores of boats of 
other types have been bought and leased, but nothing 
like the requisite number has beep secured. The Board 
of Appraisal, recently appointed by the Secretary of the 
Navy, was met in no less than 200 cases with a point- 
blank refusal to sell at the figures it named as being 
fair to both parties; several owners refused to sell at 
apy price. 

Phe country, Mr. Roosevelt contends, must have the 





services of the vessels and it should not be robbed nor 
should it be placed in a position where it would have 
to bargain and haggle over the price to be paid. “It 
should,” he says, “have the power to commandeer and 
take over any or all vessels, and it should have this 
power now, before the subniarines have actually ar- 
rived. We must prepare to combat this menace cn our 
coasts and to do so we must have the boats to drill 
the men who are to use them. If we do not have this 
power, when the emergency arises there will be all 
kinds of efforts to get the necessary material together 
and it will be too late. 

“These are the two solutions: (1) buy the vessels 
at unreasonable prices; (2) commandeer the vessels and 
pay the owner a ‘reasonable price... . 

“The defense of the coast, exclusive of the ‘Great 
Lakes, is roughly as follows: There are eight naval 
districts from Eastport to the Rio Grande, two on the 
Pacific Coast, and one in Hawaii. These districts are 
further subdivided into sections, each having within its 
limits at least one harbor. Each district is in charge 
of a Commandant, and ultimately each section will be 
in charge of an officer called the Section Commander.”

U.S. DESTROYERS IN THE WAR. 


As was to be expected, no time was lost by our Navy 
Department in niaking arrangements for the co-operation 
of units of the United States Navy with those of ‘the 
Allies. The welcome news was announced on May 16 
that a flotilla of United States destroyers had arrived 
in British waters, and had been co-operating with the 
British Navy since May 4. That our flotilla could safely 
cross the Atlantic and be ready for active sea operations 
upon arrival should occasion no surprise, for this is 
just the kind of work for which our officers and men 
have been so highly trained, to be ready for action at 
any moment. 

The announcement of the arrival of the United States 
destroyers in British waters was made by the British 
Admiralty on May 16, and the Admiralty also stated 
that the services which the American vessels are Tren- 
dering to the Allied cause are of the greatest value and 
are deeply appreciated. Vice Admiral Sir David Beatty, 
commander of the British grand fleet, sent the following 
message to Admiral Henry T. Mayo, commander of the 
United States Atlantic Fleet: 


“The grand fleet rejoices that the Atlantic Fleet will 
now share in preserving the liberties of the world and 
maintaining the chivalry of the sea.” 

Admiral Mayo replied: “The United States Atlantic 
Fleet appreciaces the message from the British fleet 
and welcomes opportunities for work with the British 
fleet for the freedom of the seas.” 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels on May 6 issued the 
following statement relative to the war operstions of 
the U.S. destroyers: “United States naval vessels have 
been operating with the Allied naval forces in European 
waters since May 4. A number of destroyers sailed 
from American ports in the latter part of April, and 
all arrived at their destination without accident or 
delay of any kind. They were ready for operations when 
they arrived and went into service immediately. 

“The United States vessels are under the command of 
Rear Admiral Sims, who went to England and France 
several weeks ago to arrange for active co-operation 
between the Naval forces of the United States and those 
of the other nations at war with Germany. Plans 
formulated after reports from Rear Admiral Sims made 
asa result of his conferences with the British and French 
admiralties are now being effectuated. 

“Tt has been the purpose of the United States Navy 
to give the largest measure of assistance to the other 
countries at war with Germany that is consistent with 
the full and complete protection of our own coasts and 
territorial waters. 

“The Navy Department has received no reports that 
engagements have occurred between the United States 
vessels now in European waters and the vessels of the 
enemy.” 

Unofficial advices state that the flotilla made its first 
port at Queenstown, Ireland, and received a great wel- 
come. Some of the officers and men were granted.a brief 
shore leave and enjoyed the hospitality of the townspeo- 
ple. The personnel of ‘the flotilla received the highest 
praise. It was unofficially reported that one United 
States destroyer acted as escort to a passenger ship 
through the danger zone, :on the run to Queenstown. 

While the number of United States destroyers in Brit- 
ish waters is an official secret, the boats undoubtedly rep- 
resent those of the best seagoing qualities, with a large 
cruising radius, and they use oil fuel. 

In February last the ARMY AND Navy JourNaAL 
pointed out that it would be ‘the torpedo-boat destroyers, 
and other light craft of the United States Navy that 
would play the principal role in the war. Other United 
States war vessels of the ligliter class, including some 
submarines, may also be looked for abroad. 

Aecording to the London Chronicle the U.S. destroyers 
now operating in British waters have had an encounter 
with German submarines, which resulted in defeating the 
attempt of the latter to torpedo the British merchant 
steamer Adriatic. The U.S. Navy Department, up to the 
time of our going to press, had not received any official 
information that any of the U.S. destroyers had been in 
action. Secretary Daniels on May 17 sent a cable to 
Rear Admiral Sims asking if there was any basis for the 
press reports of a brush with a German submarine. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels said on May 17, that 
he had received a report from Admiral Sims, giving 
in detail the part assigned to the American flotilla in 
the new plans evolved in London for fighting submarines. 
The interesting intimation was made that the decided 
decrease in tonnage sunk during the last week could 
be traced directly to these operations. 

The Secretary denied the reports emanating from 
Queenstown that the crews of the U.S. destroyers 
did not have the proper clothing for use in British 
waters. The wardrobe of each man included the regu- 
lation heavy underwear, sea boots, jackets, knitted watch 
cap, heavy woolen jerkins and extra jackets of lamb- 
skin wool, in addition to the usual uniform. In view 
of the possibility that these ships and others will be 
on active duty next winter, the Navy Department al- 
ready is laying in large stocks of the heaviest clothing. 








That a vigorous campaign against Teutonic submarines 
has been planned by the Allies, is evident not only by 
the arrival of a flotilla of United States submarines 


abroad, but also by the arrival of a number of Jap- 
anese boats at Marseilles, France. Other Japanese war- 
ships may appear in European waters if the work of the 
first element proves successful, “While the number of 
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United States torpedo boat destroyers now operating 
against Teutonic submarines cannot be given, it can be 
said that quite a large number of them made the trip 
across the Atlantic.

THE MISSION TO RUSSIA. 


In addition to Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, Chief cf 
Staff, the War Department will be represented in the 
special diplomatic mission to Russia, headed by Elihu 
Root, by Cols. R. L. Michie, Cav., and William V. Jud- 
son, C.E., and Lieut. Col. T. Bentley Mott, U.S.A. 
Colonel Michie’s official detail is “Aid to the Chief of 
Staff of the Army, Military Representative of the Presi- 
dent of the United States of America on Special Dip- 
lomatic Mission ;’ Colonel Judson is detailed as “Mili- 
tary attaché to the Special Diplomatic Mission”; and 
“Colonel Mott as “Military aid to the Ambassador Iix- 
traordinary of the United States.” Major Stanley Wash- 
burn, U.S.A., is “Assistant Secretary to the Special Dip- 
lomatic Mission.” Sergt. P. Z. Randolph was detailed 
as orderly for General Seott. Rear Admiral James H. 
Glennon, U.S.N., “Naval Representative of the Presi- 
dent,” will have as his aid Lieut. Alva D. Bernhard, 
U.S.N., and Surg. Holton C. Curl, U.S.N., also wiil 
accompany the party. The complete civilian personnel 
of the special mission now includes the following -en- 


voys: 

Elihu Root, John R. Mott, Charles R. Crane, Cyrus H. 
McCormick, Samuel R. Bertron, James Duncan, Charles 
Edward Russell, and messengers; Basil Miles, I’. Hugene 
Prince, Clyde S. Stilwell, James F. O’Rourke, Jay Kee- 
gan, Duane E. Washburn, Walter W. King, George D. 
Gregory and George E. Long. 

The Secretary of War made the following statement 
with regard to the sending of General Scott to Russia: 
“General Scott, as Chief of Staff of the American Army, 
and therefore the ranking officer of our entire military es- 
tablishment, goes to Russia in order that the people of 
Russia may realize from the dignity of his office the 
full compliment and cordiality of our great mission to 
them. Personally I spare General Scott temporarily 
and with the greatest reluctance. During his absence 
General Bliss will perform his duties, and upon his 
return General Scott will, of course, resume his func- 
tions as Chief of Staff.” 

The commission of American railroad engineers which 
is intended to supplement in a practical way the aid 
to be offered the new Russian government by Mr. Dlihu 
Root, left Washington on May 8 for a Pacific port from 
which the long journey will start. The party included 
John F. Stevens, chairman; John E. Greiner, of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad; Henry Miller, former 
president of the Wabash; N. L. Darling, of the North- 
ern Pacific; and George Gibbs, of the Pennsylvania. Be- 
fore their departure these men were in conference with 
the President. 
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THE BRITISH LEE-ENFIELD RIFLE. 


The British army, with the exception of the Canadian 
forces, have been using the old model short Lee-Enfield 
rifle of .303 caliber, the later model of which weapon is to 
be used by our Army for reasons described on page 1223, 
in the statement made by Chairman Scott, of the General 
Munitions Board of the Council of National Defense. It 
has a 10-shot detachable box magazine, which can be 
loaded from clips containing five shots. There is a cut- 
off, which allows of a single loading while the full maga- 
zine is kept in reserve. The bolt action works very 
smoothly and easily, and allows a very rapid fire. ‘The 
rifle, as a whole, has given great satisfaction. Its ability 
to fire rapidly, and its 10-shot magazine have been a dis- 
tinct advantage. Fifteen rounds per minute in rapid 
fire is the rate for the trained soldier. By experts, 
thirty-eight aimed shots have been fired in one minute. 
The weight of the short Lee-Enfied rifle with magazine 
empty is eight pounds ten and one-half ounces. ‘The 


sword bayonet has a blade of seventeen inches and weighs 
one pound. The rifle with normal length of butt is three 
feet eight and one-half inches long, and ‘five feet ‘two 
inches with the bayonet. It is sighted to 2,000 yards, 
.and there are supplementary long range sights on the left 
side of the stock from 1,600 yards to 2,800 yards, ‘the 
rear one being a peep sight. The rifle has a pointed 
bullet of 175 grains weight. The muzzle velocity with 
thirty-seven grains of cordite is about 2,460 foot-seconds. 
The box magazine is flush with the trigger guard. The 
barrel is entirely encased in wood, and the sights are pro- 
tected from injury by wings. The stock of the rifle has 
a pistol grip. : ; 

The Enfield rifle of 1914 differs considerably from the 
short Enfield. Both rifles operate on a rotary bolt action 
actuated by a turn-down ‘knob on the right side of the 
gun. The chief difference between the breach action of 
the old and the new Enfield is that in the short Enfield, 
the shock of discharge is taken up at the rear of the bolt, 
while in the 1914 Entield the shock is provided for at ‘the 
bolt head. The 1914 Enfield is heavier than the U:S. 
magazine rifle. It weighs nine pounds five ounces. The 
barrel is twenty-si: inches long against twenty-four inches 
for the barrel of the U.S. magazine. The 1914 Enfield is 
loaded by a charger holding five rounds, no cut-off is 
provided, the sighting arrangements are held to be -su- 
perior to that of the U.S. magazine riffle. The foresight 
is an adjustable blade protected by two wings. The rear 
sight is provided with two apertures, one of which is 
used when the sight is upright and graduated from 200 
to 1,600 yards and the other for use when the sight is 
flat. The leaf is graduated on the right by lines for 
every hundred yards from 200 to 2,000, the even num- 
bers only being marked by figures. The slide can be 
adjusted for every fifty yards. The lines on the left of 
the leaf give graduations for twenty-five yards. The leaf 
of the rear sight has a curved ramp on each side of the 
bed, on which the slide rests and by means of which ele- 
vation is obtained. The slide can be adjusted for every 
fifty yards. A vertical fine adjustment and a wind guage 
are also fitted to the leaf. A thumb-nail slot is cut in 
the top front edge of the fine adjustment as a guide for 
eentering the wind gauge. JHach division on the two 
scales represents six inches per 100 yards. 

In general appearance the British rifle resembles the 
U.S. magazine rifle, and the method of loading and firing 
is practically the same. The following are dimensions 
and weights of the U.S. magazine rifle: Bore, 0.30; 
length of chamber and bore, 23.79; length of gun com- 
plete, with bayonet, 4 feet 9 inches; weight of rifle with 
bayonet, 9.69 pounds; weight of bayonet; one pound; 
initial velocity 2,700 ‘feet ¥ al second; weight of powder 
‘charge about 50 grains. Five cartridges are packed in-a 
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clip. The maximum range is 5,465 yards and the gun is 
sighted to 2,850 yards. 
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MARSHAL JOFFRE IN PRAISE OF WEST POINT. 


Following his visit to the United States Military Acad- 
emy, noted on page 1220, Marshal Joffre sent the fol- 
lowing letter to Colonel Biddle, the Superintendent : 


LE MARECHAL JOFFRE, 
Republique Francaise, Washington, le 14 Mai, 1917. 

Mon cher Colonel: Dans le cadre magnifique de West Point 
les cadets, dont vous dirigez la formation avec tant de compé- 
tence, se sont magnifiquement présentés.

The people of Philadelphia, Pa., presented a magni- 
ficent sword to Marshal Joffre in that city on May 9, 
the ceremonies taking place at the house of William 
Penn in Fairmount Park. The speech of presentation 
was made in French by Miss Katherine C. Lea, who 
alluded to the sword as “une decoration conférée par 
une democratie recrunnaissante a un illustre champion.” 
The sword, which was designed and made by Bailey, 
Banks and Biddle, is a very handsome ornamental weapon 
of gold, steel and jewels, with symbols of war modelled 
on hilt and etched on blade. The gold-plated blade 
bears the dedicatory inscription: “To Joseph Jacques Ce- 
saire Joffre, Marshal of France and Soldier of Freedom.” 
On top of the heavy gold hilt, embedded in twenty-two 
diamonds and mounted in a platinum border, is set an 
amethyst of twenty-five carats. On the guard in jewels 
are the arms of France and the year, 1917. A scene 
modelled in relief on the scabbard pictures the Battle 
of the Marne. Next to this on the scabbard is a rep- 
resentation of the American eagle with olive leaves. 
Then come the four initials of the Marshal fashioned 
of sapphires, diamonds and rubies. The whole is en- 
closed in a black leather case with a silver plate bearing 
the dedication in French with symbols of France and 
the United States in enamel. 
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MEETING OF THE CINCINNATI. SOCIETY. 

The Society of the Cincinnati meets once in three 

years in some one of the thirteen original states in 
the Union. This year the triennial reunion of the so- 
ciety was held at Asheville, North. Carolina, where the 
officers and delegates were recipients of many courtesies 
from the North Carolina Society of the Cincinnati and 
the residents of Asheville. On May 10 a formal general 
reception was given by the North Carolina society in 
the Federal Court Room and the visiting guests were 
entertained at dinner on the previous evening. The 
annual banquet was held May 10 with 125 guests pres- 
ent. May 11 the North Carolina society entertained the 
officers and delegates at dinner, the ladies of Asheville 
giving at the same’ time, at the Country Club, a luncheon 
to the visiting ladies. A business session of the soci- 
ety was held on May 11 and 12, presided over by Wins- 
low Warren, President General, who wore the insignia 
of the order presented to Washington bythe French 
society. It is a beautiful gold eagle set in diamonds 
and rubies, which has been worn by every president gen- 
eral since the year 1783. The roster showed 970 
hereditary members and 68 honorary members and the 
society has several hundred thousand dollars in its treas- 
ury. : 
A committee was appointed to provide a memorial win- 
dow to Washington to be placed in the chapel at West 
Point. It was resolved to memorialize Congress to remove 
from Lafayette Square in Washington the statue of 
Rochambeau placed there during the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration. This statue the society characterizes as a 
monstrosity. At the other end of the square is the 
splendid statue of the French count made by Falguiere. 
All the officers were re-elected at this meeting. - The 
following resolution was adopted: 

“The Society of the Cincinnati in triennial general 
meeting convened at Asheville, N.C., on the 134th anni- 
versary of its foundation at the cantonments on Hudson 
river of the American Army, with profound thankfulness, 
recognizing that the Almighty Ruler of the universe 
has again brought these fraternal Allies together at 
this time, in a war in defense of humanity, and of the 
rights of all nations of the earth under the protection 
of the laws of nations to democratic liberty and en- 
joyment of peace and happiness can no more fittingly 
express its long friendship and attachment to the French 
republic, than by now receiving in honorary member- 
ship one of its greatest commanders, who, checking 
and driving backward the invading hosts of militarism, 
brought hope to the world that untrammeled despotic 
power, ruthlessly used against unoffending people, shall 
at last forever be crushed. ciate 

“In this desire, the Society of the Cincinnati, in_per- 

etuating ancient friendship for France, does itself the 
Cour of conferring honorary_membership on his excel- 
Jency Joseph Jacques Cesaire Joffre, Marshal of France.” 

The insignia was presented to Marshal Joffre at New- 
burgh, N.Y., by Franeis Key Pendleton, Justice of the 
New York Stpreme Court, a descendant of the author 
of “The Star-Spangled Banner” and a member of the 
society. Among those attending the convention at Ashe- 
ville were Brig. Gen. Charles Lucans Davis and Lieut. 
Col. Asa Bird Gardiner, U.S.A., retired. 
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U.S.M.A. THIRD CLASS OFFERS FURLOUGH. 


“The present Third Class at West Point have recently 
gent an offer to the War Department tendering their 
services to the Government for a period of three months, 
which they will get this summer for their ‘Yearling fur- 
lough,’ says the Log of the U.S. Naval Academy. “They 
have voluntarily proposed to give up their time un- 
conditionally, for recruiting duty, the drilling of re- 
cruits, or any other service to which the Department 
might see fit to assign them. As they get but one leave 
during the entire four years which they spend at the 
Point, we, as midshipmen, indeed, can appreciate the 
sacrifice that they propose to make. One can see in 
their action a splendid example of the true ‘Point’ spirit 
of duty and service to the flag.”

“I understand that the third-year cadets at West 
Point, who are this year entitled by law and custom 
to the one furlough a cadet has in four years, have 
united in waiving their right to this furlough and 
have offered their services to the Secretary of War 
in any work for which he thinks them fitted. To the 
uninformed this may seem a trivial thing, but to 
those who know the two long years of discipline and

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NON-COM. SCHOOL AT DOUGLAS, ARIZ. 


The training school for non-commissioned officers of 
the Army to fit them for commissions, which was es- 
tablished at Douglas, Ariz., under Major Frank J. Mor- 
row, 18th U.S. Inf., who was selected by Brig. Gen. 
Henry A. Greene, U.S.A., is proving a great success. 
The school will surely develop many men with prac- 
tical experience into efficient and valuable officers. In 
referring to the school, the Douglas Daily Dispatch says, 
in part: 

“The school was opened by General Greene in per- 
son when he delivered a most impressive speech. This 
was followed by a very capable address by Major Mor- 
row in which he outlined the course of instruction in 
general terms. Capt. Upton Birnie, 6th Field Art., has 
been in charge of the Artillery personnel and has shown 
himself to be an able instructor. Capt. Copley Enos, 
ist Cav., commands Company D, which consists of Cav- 
alrymen only and his work also shows the requisite skill. 

“The Infantry units are organized into two com- 
panies, one comprising all the men from the 11th and 
the other all those from the 18th Infantry, as it was 
thought to be better to keep the students grouped ac- 
cording to regiments. Each organization has from ten 
to twelve sergeants of the several staff departments 
assigned to it. The work of Capt. Chase Doster, of 
Company B, and that of Capt. Edgar Meyer, of Com- 
pany A, has been very painstaking and well accom- 
plished. They are assisted by Captains Leonori and 
Wieser. All instructors will be assigned to special sub- 
jects from time to time as the occasion may require 
so as to cover all of the ground essential in making 
a well trained officer. 

“Considerable interest has been manifested in the 
course of military law which is being conducted by 
Capt. G. A. Wieser, 11th Inf., quite successfully. Cap- 
tain Wieser was admitted to the bar in this state some- 
time last year and is exceedingly well qualified to handle 
military law. The course will be concluded with a 
series of moot courts, bringing in every possible phase 
of a military procedure as applied to courts-mar- 
tial. 

“Owing to the exigencies of the Service it has al- 
ready been found necessary to make changes in tle 
faculty of the school. Captain Birnie is ordered re- 
lieved and placed on detached service. Capt. Chase 
Doster has been ordered away and his place will be 
filled by Captain Pike of the 18th, who will be re- 
membered when he was aid to General Davis for sev- 
eral years. Captain Meyer is directed to proceed to 
some eastern training camp and Capt. Harry Wells 
has been detailed to take his place. The departing of- 
ficers will be greatly missed as they had been slated 
for certain important work during the school term. 
The changes mentioned will leave Captain Leonori, 18th 
Inf., in command of Company B and Captain Wieser 
in charge of Company A. Captain Leonori is well known 
locally and is an exceptionally able officer for this kind 
of work. Captain Peck has also been relieved from 
duty with the school. He had charge of the course 
in administration which was being ably handled by 
him. His place will be taken by Capt. J. W. Wilson, 
the genial and competent adjutant of the 11th Infantry. 

“The adjutant and supply officer of the school is 1st 
Lieutenant Patch of the 18th Infantry, to whom much 
credit is due for having gotten the entire camp and its 
numerous and sundry supplies and apparatus, etc., on 
a working’ basis for the accommodation of the student 
non-commissioned officers, which number over three hun- 
dred. This work has been carefully and thoroughly 
well manipulated by this young officer. Lieutenant Patch 
is also in charge of the four company messes at the 
camp exchange where the students can obtain their 
little necessaries and some luxuries.” 
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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The Navy Department announced on May 12 the ar- 
rival in Washington of Rear Admiral Albert G. Winter- 
halter, U.S.N., formerly commanding the Asiatic Fleet, 
to assume duties in Washington as a member of the 
Naval General Board. 

The board of trustees of the American Defense So- 
ciety, at a meeting in New York city, May 15, adopted a 
resolution calling for the awarding of medals to Lieut. 
Bruce R. Ware, jr., U.S.N., commanding officer of the 
gun crew of the Mongolia, who fired the first shot in the 
war at a German submarine, and to Capt. Emery Rice, 
master of the same ship. 

Two fires took place in the New York Navy Yard in 
the past week. On the night of May 12 considerable dam- 
age was done to the U.S.S. Roe by a fire that broke out 
while the vessel was in drydock at the yard. On the 





night of May 15 the second fire broke out in a pile of~

When Marshal Joffre and his party of French and American 
officers arrived at West Point at one o’elock on Friday they 
received an enthusiastic and admiring weleome from the entire 
post as well as from hundreds of visitors who had made a gala 
day of the occasion and had thronged West Point since early 
morning. There were delegations from schools and colleges, and 
almost every visitor carried or wore a small French flag in 
addition to a buttonhole edition of the Stars and Stripes. One 
noticed in the crowd small tots, evidently of Gallic origin, who 
waved proudly large flags of the tricolor almost too wieldy for 
them to handle. The sun came out to do honor to the dis- 
tinguished guest, and there was an atmosphere of @ager ex- 
pectancy, of pride and affection toward this Frenchman, a dis- 
play seldom seen in public gatherings. The Corps of Cadets 
was drawn up in long lines in front of the barracks to salute 
Marshal Joffre as the automobile passed by on the way from 
the West Shore station to the Superintendent’s quarters: the 
Artillery Detachment fired a salute of nineteen guns and the 
procession was imposing, for the Cavalry Detachment acted as 
escort to the various motor cars carrying the party.

Father Kelly has received 
permission to use the United States land and the work of 
putting in the crops has started. It is likely that everything 
raised in the school garden will be used at the post. If all 
the troops come here. that are expected the Government will 
need every acre of vegetables in this neighborhood that can 
be secured. 

Major H. B. Fiske, head of the military art department of 
the Army Service Schools, has returned from a fortnight’s 
absence in Washingten, D.C., where he was on temporary duty 
at the War Department. Capt. Ben Lear, instructor in equi 
tation, gave a short talk to the class of provisional officers in 
the riding hall Saturday.

Captain Lear’s lecture was on the care and use 
ef the horse, also on the equipment of the Cavalry. 

In order to make more room for grain crops, the Depart- 
ment of Justice has ordered Warden T. W. Morgan to uproot 
the Federal prison fruit erchard. The orchard vf peach, apple, 
eherry and pear trees, covering twenty acres, will be destroyed 
and corn and other grain planted. The addition of the orchard 
to the land which will be cultivated by the prisoners this year 
brings the total crop land to 240 acres, 

Saturday 350 men arrived at the post from Fort Slocum, 
N.Y. The depot company here is filled to overflowing and 
more barracks are being opened daily for the new men. The 
rapid increase also makes the problem of feeding them one 
important item in their care now. The company is now 1,100 
strong. All of these men will stay at this post three months 
and will receive a thorough course of training at the hands 
ei the Regular Army sergeants who are stationed here perma- 
nently with the depot company. This post will continue as a 
station for recruits, and officers here expect them to be sent 
at the same rate, or even increasing numbers, for the next 
three months. : 2 

The practice of importing liquor from Missouri to the 
reservation in motorboats is now a thing of the past, due to 
the guard that has been stationed along the river front with 
orders to shoot at any boat attempting to land on Government 
property. Col. James W. McAndrew has issued an order pro- 
hibiting the landing of such boats. The ‘‘Bone Dry’’ law of 
the state has made it impossible to import liquor into the 
state, so the method of landing motorboats loaded with the 
stuff on the reservation and distributing it has been tried. An 
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armed guard will be stationed along the river and no boats _ 


will be allowed to land, and anyone attempting to run the 
blockade will be shot. ‘ :

The Attorney General will make a report soon to the De- 
partment of Justice for the plan for paroling inmates of United 
States prisons during the period of war. It provides that ali 
Federal prisoners = have kept good records during their 
servitude be put in places made vacant by enlistments in the 
Army or Navy. They would be either on parole or under bond 
and sent back to the cells if they violated the tru ‘ placed in 
them. Those who make good would be granted leniency after 
the war is ended. It is doubtful if the law will be put in 
operation, but it is being advocated by a few papers and 
prison reformers.

NATIONAL GUARD CAVALRY. 


The Secretary of War has decided that in the organization 
ef the National Army to be raised by selective draft, Cavalry. 
organizations will not. be raised. All governors of states have 
been notified that: in calling out National Guard: troops for 
trsining’ preparatory to any possible operations abroad, Cay- 
alry organizations will not be included. ‘‘In case any smail 
force of Cavalry should. subsequently prove desirable with 
our troops operating abroad;’’ says the communication sent 
out by Brig. Gen. W. A. Mann, U.S:A., Chief of the Militia 
Bureau, ‘‘Regular regiments could be used for this purpose; 
and their places taken on the border by the National Guard 
Cavalry regiments.’’ 

This decision is considered a. hard blow to National Guard 
Cavalry, who had hoped to be included in the call for active 
service. The personnel of the Cavalry organizations is; as a 
whole, of exceedingly high class, and the commands could 
easily be turned into Infantry organizations. It seems a pity 
that the services of such fine organizations could not be ac- 
cepted; especially as they have so largely the training as In- 
fantrymen, and could so readily get into shape.

Army, and as you are already an officer in the National Guard 
you are not eligible for commission in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, the Government holding that N.G. officers are already 
a Reserve force. 

MICHIGAN.—The duties of warrant officers aboard Ain 
vary. Boatswains, for example, have to do with carrying »ut 
the orders of superior officers in the ship routine, piping all 
hands, etc. Gunners have to do with gunnery, machinists hava 
to do with machinery, and so on. 

A. J, B. asked: An enlisted man retired after thirty years’ 
service dies, leaving widow and two minor children; is widow 
entitled to pension? Milo B. Stevens and Company, of Wash- 
ington, write that the reply that the widow would not be 
entitled to pension unless death was a result of his service 
should be qualified by a further exception, in view of the 
Indian Wars Service Pension Act of March 4, 1917, relative 
to service in Indian wars, 1859 to January, 1891. A service 
of thirty years in the U.S. Army would be very apt to include 
service in some one or more of the various Indian campaigns 
during the period indicated.

July 1, last, made the inequality’ (?) more general and brought 
it home to more officers. It would seem that the prior pro- 
motion of an officer to(an early grade results in his ranking 
his fellows. in the higher grades, regardless of the fact) that 
they were all promoted on the same day (to that higher 
grade).

Many recruits for 
the Aviation ‘Service are being received from the East, accord- 
ing to Colonel Barnum, Chief of Staff, and the officers at the 
present field will be divided up among the new squadrons to 
be formed. Further recruiting in this branch is being carried 
on daily and sufficient men and officers for the greater air arm 
of the Department are assured. 

The new rolling office which has arrived at Fort Sam Hous- 
ton is a new experiment in the Army, which the War Depart- 
ment expects to be a great aid in field work. A regular motor 
truck body is used on which the office is erected, having a 
door on either side. The front part is built of wood, in which 
there is a folding cabinet which has office fixtures, consisting 
of pigeon-holes, typewriter spaces, mapholders, ete. The rear 
end, from*the doors, is made of canvas, which may be extended 
on each side, making room for tables. Besides these two 
tables there is one in, the center held to the floor by fitting 
in sockets, with two stationary stools. There is also a tele- 
phone rack, bulletin board, in whié¢h is fixed a clock, and 
electric lights. It is in the motor truck division. 

Instructions were received Wednesday from the War De- 
partment removing the limit of 2,500 at the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Camp at Leon Springs and raising it to 2,900. Col. 
H. L. Rogers has a large force of carpenters and laborers at 
work, so that all will be in readiness next Tuesday, when 
actual training work will begin.
